Commander's  message 

PRESIDENT  SIGNS 
LANDMARK  LEGISLATION 
PUSHED  BY  THE  LEGION 


S  WE  make  ready  our 
homes  and  our  hearts  for 
the  holiday  season,  the 
2.9  million  members  of 
The  American  Legion 
can  reflect  with  pride  on 
our  accomplishments 
during  the  past  year.  Be- 
cause of  our  efforts, 
working  as  one  toward  mutual  goals,  all 
of  America's  veterans  and  their  families 
share  the  hope  for  a  brighter  future. 

As  I  write  this,  I  have  just  returned 
from  Washington,  D.C.  where  I  had  the 
privilege  of  representing  you  as  Presi- 
dent Reagan  signed  into  law  the  historic 
legislation  to  elevate  the  Veterans 
Administration  to  cabinet  level. 

For  two  decades,  the  Legion  has 
focused  its  efforts  toward  securing  for 
veterans  a  voice  in  the  President's 
Cabinet.  On  March  15th  this  goal  will 
be  realized  with  the  creation  of  the 
Department  of  Veterans  Affairs.  I  salute 
each  of  you  and  every  member  of  the 
American  Legion  Auxiliary  for  your 
foresight  and  dedication  that  made  this 
victory  possible. 

The  100th  Congress  also  passed  and 
sent  to  the  President  three  other  signifi- 
cant pieces  of  legislation  that  we  have 
actively  supported.  The  first  is  a  bill 
that  will  create  an  independent  Court  of 
Veterans  Appeals  and  approve  reason- 
able fees  for  attorneys  who  represent 
veterans  in  VA  claims  cases. 

This  legislation  originated  in  May 
when  Legionnaires  approved  Resolu- 
tion 34  and  drafted  it  into  the  Veterans 
Reassurance  Act  of  1988,  which  was 
introduced  in  Congress  as  H.R.  5039. 
Congress  adopted  most  of  the  original 
language  and  provisions  of  the  Legion's 
bill  when  it  wrote  its  own  version,  and 
we  applaud  Congressmen  G.  V.  "Sonny" 
Montgomery  and  Gerald  B.  Solomon 
for  sponsoring  this  landmark  legis- 
lation. 

The  second  bill  grants  a  4. 1  percent

cost-of-living  increase,  effective  De- 
cember 1988,  to  the  2.5  million  veter- 
ans and  their  survivors  who  receive 
disability  income  or  pensions. 

The  third  bill  empowers  the  Vietnam 
Women's  Memorial  Project,  Inc.  with 
the  authority  to  raise  funds  and  design 
an  addition  to  the  Vietnam  Veterans 
Memorial  to  honor  those  women  who 
served  so  selflessly  in  Vietnam.  Accord- 
ing to  the  bill,  "...  it  would  be  most 
fitting  and  appropriate  to  place  the 
memorial  within  the  2.2-acre  site  of  the 
Vietnam  Veterans  Memorial."  Passage 
of  this  legislation  paves  the  way  for  the 
eventual  completion  of  this  addition  to 
the  memorial,  a  project  the  Legion  has 
strongly  supported  since  its  inception. 

We  can  also  take  pride  in  the  comple- 
tion of  The  American  Legion/Columbia 
University  study  of  Vietnam  veterans,  a 
five-year  Legion  effort  involving 
thousands  of  Legion  volunteers  (see 
page  38).  This  study  provides  clear 
scientific  direction  long  needed  for  the 
treatment  of  those  who  suffer  from  the 
effects  of  combat  stress  and  exposure  to 


Agent  Orange.  It  also  documents  the 
social  and  psychological  scars  that  con- 
tinue to  burden  the  lives  of  those  who 
answered  the  bugle's  call. 

While  these  legislative  and  research 
successes  at  the  national  level  may 
dominate  most  of  the  headlines  herald- 
ing our  accomplishments  in  1988,  it  is 
still  the  grassroots  efforts  of  dedicated 
Legion  volunteers  that  mean  so  much 
to  less  fortunate  comrades  and  their 
families  during  this  special  season. 

For  nearly  seven  decades,  men  and 
women  working  at  the  post,  unit  and 
department  levels  across  our  nation 
have  demonstrated  their  individual 
devotion  to  mutual  helpfulness  through 
unselfish  dedication  and  community 
service.  The  results  of  such  commit- 
ment are  never  more  evident,  nor  more 
appreciated,  than  during  this  special 
season  when  all  of  us  reach  out  to  those 
we  love  and  care  about.  We  do  remem- 
ber America's  veterans  so  that  no  one 
will  forget. 

Right  now  our  members  are  prepar- 
ing holiday  baskets  of  food  and  clothing 
for  needy  families.  Hospitalized  veter- 
ans are  being  visited  by  Legionnaires 
bearing  gifts  for  "Yanks  who  gave." 
Legionnaires  are  hosting  parties  for 
children  and  ensuring  that  no  veteran  or 
his  family  will  spend  this  season  forgot- 
ten. Is  it  any  wonder  that  a  newspaper 
article  once  described  a  Legionnaire  as 
"Santa  in  an  overseas  cap"? 

This  spirit  of  good  will  and  caring 
that  prevails  among  men  and  women 
during  this  season  is  not  a  sometime 
thing  for  Legionnaires  and  members  of 
the  Auxiliary— it  is  the  spirit  that 
directs  each  of  you  every  day  of  the 
year. 

You  have  earned  the  love  and  respect 
of  all  who  depend  on  you,  and  your 
spirit  of  giving  makes  me  proud  to  be  a 
Legionnaire.  From  the  Gierke  family  to 
yours,  may  you  have  a  joyous  holiday 
season.

The  Day  Of  Infamy 


They  struck  without 
warning.  The  first 
wave  brought  40  tor- 
pedo bombers  with 
special  shallow-run- 
ning torpedos.  5  1 
dive  bombers.  50 
high-level  bombers 
and  43  fighters. 
These  aircraft  with 
the  red  ball  of  the  rising  sun  spewed  fire 
and  death  on  a  peaceful  Sunday  morning 
in  Pearl  Harbor  nearly  five  decades  ago. 

The  second  wave  was  as  brutal  as  the 
first.  When  the  shooting  stopped,  casu- 
alty reports  showed  eight  U.S.  battle- 
ships damaged  or  sunk,  three  cruisers 
and  three  destroyers  sunk,  188  planes 
lost,  and  more  than  2,000  Americans 
killed.  It  was  a  dark  day  in  American 
history,  but  it  could  have  been  worse  had 
it  not  been  for  Legionnaires. 

Even  as  the  battle  raged,  civilian 
defense  forces  rallied  to  action.  These 
forces  had  undergone  years  of  training 
through  the  Legion"s  Americanization 
program  — and  they  knew  their  jobs  well. 

"Hundreds  of  volunteers  rushed  to 
city  hall  where  the  coordinator  of  civi- 
lian defense  for  Hawaii  and  his  four 
Legionnaire  aides  had  their  command 
post."  said  one  report.  Hundreds  of 
other  Legionnaires  mustered  at  the 
department  headquarters  in  Honolulu, 
where  they  were  organized  into  sections 
and  dispatched  to  points  needing  their 
help.  At  one  time,  600  Legionnaires 
were  on  duty  in  Honolulu  alone.  Belated 


reports  from  Maui.  Hilo  and  Kauai  said 
that  the  Legion  was  the  backbone  of  the 
defense  forces  on  those  islands. 

"Legion  caps  are  everywhere,  day  and 
night."  wrote  one  Legionnaire.  And  the 
smoke  had  barely  cleared  away  from 
Honolulu  when  Nat'l  Cmdr.  Lynn  Stam- 
baugh  sent  a  cablegram  to  Hawaii's 
department  commander,  pledging  the 
full  assistance  of  the  national  organiza- 
tion and  offering  immediate  financial 
aid.  The  commander  replied; 

"Legion  posts  at  Wake  Island.  Midway 
Island.  Johnston  Island,  Pearl  Harbor. 
Hickam  field  engaged  in  the  defense  of 
America.  Too  busy  to  report.  Three 
thousand  mainland  Legionnaires  here  on 
defense  projects  and  in  service  join  with 
our  members  in  every  effort  of  the  authori- 
ties to  care  for  the  helpless  and  homeless. 
Every  Legionnaire  in  this  department  is 
engaged  in  some  sort  of  defense  work  and 
has  responded  to  the  call  of  our  country. 
Need  no  aid  at  present,  but  ask  ten 
thousand  dollars  be  earmarked  against 
future  needs  oi  wounded  Legionnaires, 
their  widows  and  orphans,  to  be  drawn  on 
if  and  when  needed." 

Of  such  stoic  fiber  were  the  Legion- 
naires who  rallied  'round  the  flag  Dec.  7. 
1941.  We  remember  Pearl  Harbor;  we 
also  remember  the  gallant  Legionnaires 
who  served  their  country  so  well.  Their 
courage,  and  the  courage  of  all  those 
brave  warriors  who  put  their  lives  on  the 
line  for  America  and  freedom,  will  live  on 
as  one  of  the  brightest  pages  in  the  annals 
of  heroism.  The  Editors 
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measure  would  be  to  reinstate  the  death 
penalty  for  anyone  convicted  of  espion- 
age, sabotage  or  other  subversive 
actions.  A  second  measure  would 
return  to  the  policy  of  extensive  back- 
ground investigations  and  continued 
monitoring  of  government  employees 
engaged  in  any  areas  where  they  have 
access  to  sensitive  material.

Grave  Offenses 

Grave  robbers  are  depriving  our  nation  of  priceless  arch- 
aeological resources,  Sen.  Pete  Domenici  of  New  Mexico  has 
informed  Congress. 

On  public  land  across  the  country,  looters  and  amateur 
collectors  are  despoiling  ancient  Indian  pueblos,  Spanish 
shipwrecks  and  the  graves  of  Civil  War  soldiers,  and  making 
off  with  artifacts,  many  of  which  are  sold  for  high  sums. 

The  senator  cited  the  case  of  an  Arizona  grave  robber  who 
dug  up  the  1,350-year-old  mummy  of  a  Hohukam  Indian 
infant  and  was  caught  when  he  tried  to  sell  the  rare  find  to  an 
FBI  undercover  agent.  The  case  was  unusual,  Domenici  said, 
because  the  looter  was  caught  and  convicted. 

Domenici  said  that  the  laws  need  to  be  tightened  and  that 
the  agencies  involved  need  more  authority  to  save  our 
heritage.  The  senator  has  introduced  legislation  to  that  effect. 

Soviet  Shopping  List 

While  the  Soviet  Union  may  be  operating  under  Mikhail 
Gorbachev's  policy  of  glasnost,  the  KGB  is  intensifying  its 
espionage  efforts  in  the  United  States. 

William  H.  Webster,  director  of  the  Central  Intelligence 
Agency,  said  that  "we  have  actually  seen  an  increase  this  year 
in  Soviet  attempts  to  recruit  U.S.  sources." 

What  is  the  KGB  looking  for?  The  CIA  chief  says  the 
highest  collection  priority  is  information  on  U.S.  strategic 
nuclear  forces.  Other  high-priority  interests  are  foreign- 
policy  matters,  congressional  intentions,  defense  data  and 
advanced  technology  adaptable  for  military  use.  Also  on  the 
priority  list  are  U.S.  intelligence  sources  and  methods. 

Ripping  Off  America 

Congress  is  considering  several  pieces  of  legislation  to 
curb  scams  aimed  at  American  consumers,  especially  the 
aged  and  the  sick. 

Complaints  are  pouring  in  to  Capitol  Hill  from  victims  of 
sales  techniques  plied  via  TV,  radio,  telephone  and  mail.  The 
ill  and  elderly  alone  are  being  taken  for  $25  billion  a  year, 
according  to  the  National  Council  Against  Health  Care 
Fraud.  Telemarketing  con  artists  take  Americans  for  an 
estimated  $1  billion  to  $20  billion  a  year. 

Some  of  the  lures  offer  so-called  miracle  cures  for  incur- 
able diseases.  Other  phony  marketing  operators  design  their 
postal  pitches  to  look  like  official  government  mail,  offering 
to  sell  services  that  federal  agencies  provide  free. 

Bills  pending  in  both  chambers  of  Congress  would  ban  false 
advertising,  and  give  the  Federal  Trade  Commission  and 
other  U.S.  agencies  more  power  to  protect  unwary  consumers. 

Our  Future  Leaders? 

Our  future  leaders  are  abysmally  ignorant  about  the  world 
around  them,  and  are  not  doing  much  better  in  science  than 
they  are  in  geography.  That's  the  finding  in  two  surveys 
undertaken  to  determine  how  well  young  Americans  are 
prepared  for  tomorrow's  responsibilities. 


Americans  age  1 8-24  flunked  a  geography  test  given  in 
nine  countries,  and  actually  hit  the  bottom  of  the  list, 
according  to  a  Gallup  survey  sponsored  by  the  National 
Geographic  Society  A  test  of  high-school  students  sponsored 
by  Congress  through  the  National  Assessment  of  Educational 
Progress  found  that  most  17-year-olds  are  unprepared  to  take 
technical  jobs,  and  that  93  percent  are  not  competent  to  move 
into  college-level  science  courses. 

As  a  result,  concerned  senators  have  introduced  legislation 
to  make  the  school  year  a  minimum  of  218  days  long;  cur- 
rently, there  generally  are  only  1 80  school  days  per  year.  The 
school  year  runs  longer  in  many  countries.  In  Japan,  for 
example,  there  are  243  school  days  each  year. 

Increased  Acts  of  Terrorism 

With  statistics  in  for  only  half  the  year,  the  State  Depart- 
ment expects  record  levels  of  international  terrorism  in  1988. 

The  figures  disclose  that  terrorists  worldwide  took  311 
lives  in  the  first  six  months  of  1988,  up  78  percent  from  the 
same  period  in  1987.  Three  of  the  victims  were  Americans. 
About  580  people  were  wounded,  about  one-third  fewer  than 
the  year  before. 

Approximately  half  the  acts  of  terrorism  occurred  in  the 
Middle  East,  but  a  surge  of  terrorism  in  Latin  America  is 
traced  to  Columbia,  where  guerrillas  and  narcotics  traffic- 
kers have  joined  forces  in  attacks  on  government  officials  and 
police. 

A  State  Department  official  noted  that  20  percent  to  25 
percent  of  the  563  acts  of  terrorism  were  aimed  at  Americans 
overseas,  where  they  are  more  vulnerable. 

Another  Red  Herring 

Even  as  the  Soviet  Union  discusses  new  arms  reductions 
with  the  United  States,  it  has  continued  to  increase  its 
military  strength.  The  Department  of  Defense  lists  the 
following  developments  as  evidence  of  a  buildup. 

•  The  SS-24  rail-mobile  intercontinental  ballistic  missile 
has  been  deployed. 

•  The  SL-16  medium-lift  space  launch  is  in  operation. 

•  The  first  launch  of  the  SLX-17  heavy-lift  space  launch 
vehicle  has  been  observed. 

•  The  SSN-21  sea-launched  cruise  missile  is  in  operation. 

•  The  fourth  Kiev-class  aircraft  carrier  is  ready  to  join  the 
fleet. 

•  A  third  Akula-class  nuclear-powered  attack  submarine 
has  been  launched. 

•  The  11-76  Mainstay  warning  and  control-system  aircraft 
is  in  operation.

Big  issues 

SHOULD  CONGRESS 
RESTRICT  DOCTORS 
FROM  SELLING  DRUGS?

Physicians  have  been 
bombarded  for  years  with 
come-ons,  touting  an 
easy  way  to  make  extra  income:  selling 
prescription  drugs  to  their  patients. 

Repackagers,  working  in  a  growing 
field  that  hopes  to  cash  in  on  physician 
dispensing,  have  stepped  up  the  hard 
sell,  claiming  that  a  physician  can  earn 
up  to  $52,000  a  year  by  dispensing,  especially  in  urban  areas 
where  patient  volume  is  high. 

While  physician  dispensing  may  present  a  lucrative  invest- 
ment opportunity,  it  creates  an  untenable  conflict  of  interest. 

The  Consumer  Federation  of  America  and  prominent 
members  of  the  medical  profession  said  they  believe  the 
temptation  to  put  profit  first— and  patient  care  second— is 
inherent  in  physicians'  sales. 

Some  have  said  that  physician  dispensing  increases  com- 
petition, lowers  prices  and  provides  greater  convenience  for 
the  patient.  This  theory  has  not  borne  itself  out. 

The  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Aging  evaluated  its  drug 
program  for  the  elderly,  and  found  that  on  average,  the 
program  paid  $2  per  claim  more  to  dispensing  physicians 
than  to  pharmacies. 

Furthermore,  with  the  entire  medical  field  under  stiff 
competition,  doctors  may  succumb  to  the  financial  tempta- 
tion of  prescribing  a  drug  they  have  in  stock,  whether  or  not 
it  is  the  most  appropriate  treatment. 

Physicians  are  not  pharmacists.  They  have  not  had  the  years 
of  experience  in  pharmacology  that  have  separated  the  two 
professions  for  many  years  and  made  their  professions  unique. 

In  most  areas,  only  the  pharmacist  keeps  records  of  the 
drugs  patients  take.  A  pharmacy  chain  in  Tidewater,  Va. ,  last 
year  made  a  study  of  adverse  drug  interactions  it  prevented. 
The  study  showed  that  pharmacists  prevented  350  "moderate 
to  severe"  interactions  and  literally  thousands  of  less  severe 
interactions  within  a  10-day  period. 

At  the  root  of  the  controversy  is  one  essential  question: 
Are  patients  capable  of  making  informed  drug  choices  in 
their  doctor's  office? 

As  the  editor  of  the  New  England  Journal  of  Medicine  put 
it,  "Trust  in  one's  physician 
is  an  essential  but  fragile 
ingredient  of  good  medical 
care.  It  may  not  withstand 
the  conversion  of  physi- 
cians into  vendors  of  drugs 
for  profit."  □

I  am  opposed  to  the  Wyden 
bill  because  I  believe  it  rep- 
resents unwarranted  fed- 
eral intrusion  into  an  area  better  regu- 
lated by  the  states  and  because  it  may  be 
contrary  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
American  consumer. 

Preventing  physicians  from  profiting 
from  this  service  to  patients  may  be  one 
way  to  prevent  potential  abuses.  But  even  if  there  were  clear 
evidence  of  abuse,  which  there  is  not,  federal  legislation 
seems  to  be  an  inappropriate  vehicle  for  its  correction. 

The  federal  government  has  traditionally  regulated 
the  manufacture  and  distribution  of  prescription  drugs  from 
the  standpoint  of  safety. 

There  is  no  more  reason  for  the  federal  government  to 
regulate  physicians  dispensing  drugs  than  there  is  for  the 
federal  government  to  regulate  whether  physicians  may 
provide  X-ray  or  laboratory  services  to  their  patients,  or 
whether  pharmacists  ought  to  be  required  to  dispense 
generic  drugs  or  have  their  markups  regulated  from 
Washington. 

The  principal  purpose  of  this  legislation,  its  sponsor  says, 
is  to  remove  the  temptation  for  a  physician  to  prescribe  and 
sell  drugs  he  has  in  his  office  stock,  placing  his  own  finances 
above  the  best  interest  of  his  patient.  The  American  Medical 
Association  appropriately  points  out  that  an  ethical  issue 
may  be  presented  by  this  practice,  but  is  no  different  from 
the  conflict  that  confronts  physicians  who  charge  for  X-rays, 
throat  cultures,  laboratory  tests  or  EKGs  in  their  own  offices 
or  in  group  practices.  The  physicians  profit  from  these 
services,  yet  most  of  us  have  enough  trust  in  the  integrity  of 
our  doctors  and  we  are  confident  that  they  are  more  con- 
cerned about  our  health  than  their  own  pocketbooks. 

In  fact,  informal  market  surveys  show  dispensing 
physicians'  prices  to  be  substantially  lower  than  those  of 
even  many  chain  drugstores,  particularly  in  low-income 
areas. 

Also,  some  patients  might  prefer  to  buy  prescriptions  from 
their  doctors  for  the  sake  of  convenience. 

Before  Congress  gives  further  consideration  to  this  bill, 

I  believe  a  thorough  study 
of  the  pricing  issue  should 
be  conducted.  Without  that 
information,  Congress  has 
no  foundation  on  which 
to  intelligently  legis-

CCORDING  to  the  U.S. 
Census  Bureau  the  aver- 
age American  who  re- 
ceives income  from  a 
pension  plan  gets  only 
$570  per  month.  Even 
with  Social  Security  it 
doesn't  come  to  a  lot. 
However,  many  people 
plan  ahead  to  supplement  their  retire- 
ment income  by  participating  in  volun- 
tary savings  and  investment  programs 
available  through  their  employers. 

Retirement  plans  are  always  evolv- 
ing. New  "cafeteria  style"  plans,  which 
allow  you  to  choose  from  among  sev- 
eral different  types  of  coverage  and

investment  strategies,  are  becoming 
popular.  These  flexible  benefit  pro- 
grams help  prevent  overlapping  cover- 
age for  working  spouses  and  eliminate 
unnecessary  coverage  for  singles  who 
don't  need  family  benefits. 

Talk  to  your  company's  employee 
benefits  manager.  Get  an  inventory  of 
all  the  plans  you  participate  in  and 
explore  other  plans  that  you  might 
profit  from.  Ask  your  financial  adviser 
to  estimate  how  much  your  benefits 
package  will  be  worth  in  five,  10  and  15 
years.  This  is  your  guide  to  the  future. 
Armed  with  current  information,  you 
and  your  consultant  can  plan  a  realistic 
investment  and  savings  regimen  to  help 
ensure  that  you  have  the  funds  you  need 
to  enjoy  your  retirement  years. 

Retirement  plans  are  defined-benefit 
or  defined-contribution  and  are  often 
called  "qualified"  plans  because  they 
must  meet  special  government  guide- 
lines. With  either  plan,  you  are  per- 
mitted to  roll  over  your  plan  assets  into 
another  retirement  account  if  you  leave 
your  job  before  retirement. 

In  a  defined-benefit  plan,  your 
employer  sets  aside  money  and  prom- 
ises to  pay  you  a  fixed  monthly  retire- 


ment income  based  on  your  salary  and 
length  of  service.  This  type  of  plan  is 
usually  insured  up  to  certain  limits  by 
the  Pension  Benefit  Guaranty  Corp. 
However,  you  have  no  control  over  how 
it  is  managed,  and  you  may  not  be  fully 
vested  in  your  account  if  you  leave 
before  retirement. 

In  contrast,  defined-contribution 
plans  may  offer  more  opportunity  for 
you  to  take  an  active  role.  In  this  type  of 
plan  you  may  be  permitted  to  set  the 
pace  of  your  retirement  savings  by  con- 
tributing to  your  retirement  account. 
Your  employer  can  supplement  your 
savings  by  making  additional  contribu- 
tions to  savings,  profit-sharing  and 
stock-purchase  plans. 

The  three  main  types  of  defined- 
contribution  plans  are: 

•  401(k)  savings  plans.  A  growing 
number  of  U.S.  companies  are  offering 
these  salary-reduction  plans.  They 
boast  three  major  benefits: 

1.  You  invest  "pretax"  dollars, 
reducing  your  taxable  income. 

2.  Your  employer  can  contribute  to 
your  account. 

3.  You  may  be  able  to  borrow  funds 
from  your  account  without  penalty  for  a 
number  of  specified  purposes. 

•  Profit-sharing  plans.  Companies 
with  profit-sharing  plans  make  annual 
deposits  to  participating  employees' 
savings  accounts.  The  amount  depos- 
ited usually  depends  on  corporate  earn- 
ings and  the  recipient's  salary.  As  with 
other  company  plans,  you  may  be  per- 
mitted to  contribute  to  the  savings 
account  and  may  choose  from  a  selec- 
tion of  investment  vehicles. 

•  Money-purchase  plans.  As  with 
profit-sharing  plans,  companies  make 
annual  deposits  to  participating 
employees'  accounts.  The  two  main  dif- 
ferences between  a  money-purchase 
plan  and  a  profit-sharing  plan  are  that  a 
money-purchase  plan  permits  contribu- 
tions of  up  to  25  percent  of  compensa- 
tion vs.  a  profit-sharing  limit  of  15 
percent,  and  with  a  money-purchase 
plan  contributions  are  required  to  be 
made,  regardless  of  profits. 

One  of  the  most  attractive  aspects  of 
employee  benefit  plans  is  the  possi- 
bility of  payroll  deductions,  probably 
the  most  painless  way  of  saving  because 
it  is  automatic.  A  good  strategy  for  the 
future  is  to  raise  your  payroll  deduc- 
tions whenever  you  get  a  salary 
increase.  If  you  put  part  of  the  increase 
aside  before  you  see  it,  you'll  probably 
never  miss  it.  □

WHO'S  MINDING 
THE  STORE? 


Once  more 
Congress  hos 
token  chorge, 
but  the  on- 
going bottle 
to  preserve 
commissories 
deserves  the 
support 
of  every 
Americon.

S  A  disabled  World  War  II 
veteran,  I  have  been  shop- 
ping in  military  commis- 
saries for  more  than  40 
years.  And  since  I  came  to 
Congress  in  1966,  I  have 
helped  nurture  and  defend 
this  important  benefit. 
When  I  first  arrived  at 
the  Capitol,  I  was  struck  by  the  number 
of  members  of  Congress  who  had 
served  in  the  military.  These  members 
knew  firsthand  the  hardships  and 
rewards  of  military  life.  Today,  how- 
ever, fewer  members  of  Congress  have 
military  backgrounds.  It  is  far  easier  for 
these  members  to  relate  to  the  need  for 
military  hardware  and  sophisticated 
weapon  systems  than  it  is  for  them  to

relate  to  the  needs  of  our  military 
people. 

It's  no  secret  that  military  pay  is 
inadequate,  and  it  falls  farther  behind 
private-sector  pay  as  inflation  marches 
on.  This  disparity  is  somewhat  dimin- 
ished by  military  benefits,  including 
pensions,  medical  care,  and  commis- 
sary and  exchange  privileges.  But  some 
people  depend  on  these  benefits  more 
than  others  do. 

COMMISSARY  privileges  are  espe- 
cially important  to  the  families  of 
low-rated  enlisted  people,  who 
spend  a  large  portion  of  their  monthly 
budgets  on  food.  Aged  retirees  also  rely 
heavily  upon  these  stores,  as  do  their 
widows,  since  their  incomes  are  based 
on  the  low  pay  scales  of  years  gone  by. 
Military  people  who  are  assigned  to 
high-cost  metropolitan  areas  also 
depend  on  commissaries.  And  so  do  the 
people  who  are  stationed  overseas, 
living  on  limited  dollars  that  rise  or  fall 
with  each  passing  day. 

Compassion  aside,  the  commissary 
system  is  a  bargain.  The  Defense 


Department  estimates  that  each  dollar 
spent  on  commissary  subsidies  saves 
$2  for  American  taxpayers.  Also,  now 
that  our  weapon  systems  are  becoming 
more  complex ,  we  must  do  all  we  can  to 
keep  good  people  in  the  service. 
Commissary  privileges  are  important 
incentives. 

I  have  tried  to  keep  an  open  mind  on 
proposals  that  we  turn  our  commissary 
system  over  to  entrepreneurs.  I  was 
patient  in  1976,  when  the  military  pro- 
posed that  commissary  customers  pick 
up  the  cost  of  building  these  stores.  The 
result  was  a  surcharge  on  all  commis- 
sary purchases. 

I  was  patient  again  in  1983,  when  23 
witnesses  told  the  Grace  Commission 
that  the  military  should  close  U.S.  com- 
missaries and  turn  their  operations  over 
to  the  private  sector.  During  the  two 
days  of  hearings,  industry  representa- 
tives admitted  that  they  could  not  match 
the  prices  that  military  commissaries 
offer.  Industry  and  Grace  Commission 
representatives  agreed  that  the  only 
way  to  ensure  uniform  prices  in  all 
commissary  stores  would  be  to  give  one 
company  control  of  all  stores. 

Nevertheless,  the  Grace  Commission 
agreed  to  a  test,  and  the  commissary  at 
Yuma  Proving  Ground,  Ariz. ,  was  con- 
tracted out.  This  effort  saved  about 
$165,000,  but  it  cost  about  $600,000. 

Yet  the  concept  of  contracting-out 
commissaries  seems  to  be  immortal. 
As  soon  as  you  discredit  the  concept,  it 
rises  in  another  form.  Most  recently,  it 
appeared  in  the  1988  and  1989  budgets 
that  the  administration  submitted  to 
Congress.  The  latest  proposals  went 
even  further,  suggesting  that  we 
contract-out  exchanges  with  no  tax- 
payer savings.  All  of  this  was  an  out- 
growth of  studies  by  the  President's 
Commission  on  Privatization,  which 
reviewed  privatization  of  everything 
from  prisons  to  mass-transit  systems. 

Congress  simply  had  to  act.  The 
resurrection  of  the  privatization  idea 
was  taking  a  toll  on  commissary 
patrons,  who  perceived  a  breach  of  the 
commitment  made  to  them  when  they 
entered  the  service.  Closing  the  state- 
side stores  would  disrupt  our  overseas 
commissary  operations,  which  are  even 
more  vital.  And  contracting-out  U.S. 
stores  would  save  less  than  half  of  the 
limited  appropriation  that  is  provided 
each  year  to  support  them. 

There  are  other  problems.  Through

ners.  The  tests  on  the  cannon  were  finished 
the  first  week  in  December.  Colonel  Barton 
sent  some  of  his  troops  to  help  us  rebuild 
the  fishing  shack.  He  reported  the  sinking  of 
the  whaling  schooner  on  a  government  form 
for  reporting  ships  sunk  by  shore  batteries. 
He  didn't  mention  in  the  report  that  the 
shore  battery  was  our  cannon.  Anyway, 
Wakefield  Harkins  is  the  only  fisherman  in 
Salem  to  have  his  boat  sunk,  and  folks  are 
looking  up  to  him.  So  he  forgave  us  for  the 
accident  and  said  he'd  about  decided  to 
retire  anyway.  Colonel  Barton  said  he 
wasn't  sure,  but  he  thought  the  government 
might  put  him  on  a  pension  because  his 
record  of  naval  service  kind  of  indicated  he 
had  seen  action  with  the  enemy  on  the  high 
seas.  I  guess  Colonel  Barton  must  have 
written  quite  a  few  things  into  that  report. 

Leonard  and  I  set  out  to  pull  the  cannon 
back  to  Wilfred  Corners  by  ourselves,  but 
after  a  day  we'd  only  gone  a  mile  and  a  half, 
and  we  were  pretty  tuckered  out.  We  pulled 
the  cannon  back  to  the  ordnance  plant  the 
next  day,  and  Leonard  and  I  talked  Colonel 


Barton  into  selling  us  a  surplus  horse  with  a 
spavin.  He  said  we  could  have  him  for  $18, 
but  we  didn't  have  any  money,  so  we  went  to 
work  in  the  ordnance  plant  until  last  week, 
when  we'd  saved  enough  to  pay  for  him. 

He  worked  out  fine,  and  we  got  back  with 
the  cannon  in  just  four  days. 

I  want  to  get  the  cannon  all  cleaned  up 
and  ready  to  deliver,  and  to  get  started 
setting  up  a  way  to  build  a  lot  of  cannons  at 
once,  'cause  we're  sure  you're  going  to  like 
the  report  Colonel  Barton  wrote  about  how 
our  cannon  shoots.  I  sure  want  to  get  started 
because  the  winter  has  been  pretty  hard  on 
the  family  here,  and  the  wife  has  had  to  take 
in  mending  and  sewing  enough  to  help  out 
with  buying  the  food.  She  could  hardly 
make  enough  to  keep  food  on  the  table  and 
sometimes  had  to  get  some  on  a  kind  of  loan 
from  the  store  down  at  the  crossroads. 
Seems  to  take  a  lot  to  feed  four  children. 
Then,  of  course.  Captain  Hawkins  was  here, 
too. 

Let  us  know  what  to  do  next,  because  we 
want  to  go  to  work  on  more  cannons.

Defector  Reveals  War  Plans 


SOVIET  MISSILES 

O  WILL  BE  IN  THE  AIR' 


In  a  Soviet  surprise  attack  on  NATO,  Czech  and  East  German 
troops  would  be  used  as  "cannon  fodder"  says  former  Czech 
army  general  Jan  Sjena.  In  this  exclusive  interview,  Sjena 
tells  about  top-secret  plans  for  the  attack.

AN  Sjena,  a  high-ranking 
member  of  the  Czech 
Communist  Party  and  a 
general  major  in  the  army, 
fled  his  homeland  one 
month  before  the  rebellion 
known  as  the  Prague 
Spring  of  1968.  Sjena,  his 
son  and  his  son's  girlfriend 
slipped  through  Hungary,  Yugoslavia 
and  into  Italy,  where  they  eventually 
found  sanctuary  at  the  U.S.  Embassy. 

Sjena's  defection  came  on  the  heels 
of  his  refusal  to  support  a  Kremlin- 
backed  candidate  for  First  Secretary  of 
the  Czech  Communist  Party.  At  that 
time,  life  in  Czechoslovakia  was  begin- 
ning to  open  up  under  the  rule  of  "lib- 
eral" communist  leader  Alexander 
Dubcek,  who  was  calling  for  more  free- 
doms for  his  people  and  closer  ties  with 
the  West.  Tensions  mounted  between 
Moscow  and  Prague  as  Czechs  began  to 
publicly  denounce  Soviet  oppression.  Soon  Sjena  and  other 
senior  military  planners  were  told  to  prepare  for  the  Soviet 
occupation  of  their  country. 

When  Sjena  attempted  to  warn  Dubcek.  his  message  was 
intercepted  by  the  Soviet  KGB,  and  Sjena  was  accused  by  a 
military  journal  of  sabotaging  his  nation's  defense  structure. 
"I  knew  then  that  it  was  time  to  go,"  he  said. 

Sjena  now  lives  in  the  Washington,  D.C.,  area,  under  a 
new  identity.  He  is  a  consultant  to  the  U.S.  Defense  Intelli- 
gence Agency  and  the  author  of  We  Will  Bury  You,  a  detailed 
account  of  Soviet  tactics  against  the  West.

American  Legion  Magazine:  when 

did  you  first  become  disillusioned 
with  communism? 

Jan  Sjena:  After  I  became  chief  of 
staff  with  the  Czech  Ministry  of 
Defense,  I  went  to  my  new  office  and 
discovered  several  safes  that  contained 
files  on  citizens  who  had  been  liquid- 
ated during  the  communist  revolution 
in  my  country  after  World  War  II.  Many 
of  these  people  were  shot  like  dogs  by 
the  Soviet  military,  KGB  and  Czech 
secret  police.  I  was  shocked— how  can 
this  be?  How  can  this  happen  to  our 
own  people  ?  Many  of  these  files  con- 
tained letters  from  relatives  seeking 
information,  and  the  official  reply  was 
that  the  missing  persons  had  defected. 

I  took  the  worst  of  these  cases  to  the 
First  Secretary  of  the  Communist  Party 
Central  Committee  and  suggested  that 
we  investigate  them.  He  told  me  to  shut 
up.  that  people  would  lose  faith  in  the  party  leaders  if  this  got 
out.  He  was  right:  No  one  wants  to  be  led  by  murderers  and 
gangsters.  What  bothered  me  most  was  how  the  Soviets 
treated  their  Czech  comrades  — the  same  way  the  Nazis 
treated  us  during  World  War  II. 

0.  As  a  member  of  the  Czech  Communist  Party  hier- 
archy, you  often  met  with  Soviet  leaders  such  as  Nikita 
Khrushchev.  What  kind  of  man  was  he? 

Khrushchev  was  a  master  of  deception,  second  only  to 
Lenin.

be  made  when  he  came  to  power  in  the  1950s.  I  first  met  him 
at  the  10th  Communist  Party  Congress  in  1954,  where  he 
gave  two  speeches.  The  first  speech  was  for  the  world  to  hear; 
the  second  speech  was  private,  only  for  top  party  leaders  to 
hear.  In  his  speech  to  us,  Khrushchev  said  communism  must 
change  its  image  if  it  was  to  succeed.  He  said,  "Comrades, 
the  world  knows  about  the  horrible  murders  under  the  rule  of 
Stalin.  The  world  knows  about  our  lies." 

Khrushchev  said  that  the  Soviets  must  get  technology  and 
loans  from  the  West  and  tell  the  world  how  well  socialism 
works  for  the  good  of  all.  He  asked,  "How  can  we  tell  our  own 
people  that  communism  is  the  best  system  when  people  in 
France,  West  Germany  and  the  United  States  do  not  have  to 
stand  in  line  to  buy  meat  and  shoes?" 

He  was  a  most  unusual  man  and  he  understood  that  the 
image  of  the  Soviets  must  be  changed  to  gain  support  from 
other  nations.  But  his  appeals  for  this  so-called  "peaceful 
coexistence"  with  the  West  did  not  deviate  from  Soviet 
strategy.  Khrushchev  told  one  comrade  at  this  meeting,  "I 
want  to  kiss  the  capitalists  and  gain  their  trust  because  I  want 
to  kill  them  sooner  than  Stalin  did." 

Q-  Apparently,  General  Secretary  Mikhail  Gorbachev 
has  learned  from  Khrushchev.  Are  Gorbachev's  policies  of 
glasnost  (openness)  and  perestroika  (economic  restructur- 
ing) genuine,  or  are  they  mere  tools  of  deception? 

A Whatever  reform  or  change  Gorbachev  makes,  his 
■  ultimate  goal  is  to  make  communism  stronger  and  save

it  from  defeat.  If  he  succeeds,  it  will  be  tragic  for  the  United 
States. 

Americans  make  the  mistake  of  seeing  and  hearing  just 
what  they  want  to  see  and  hear.  They  see  Russian  people  with 
a  choice  of  candidates  in  an  election,  but  they  don't  see  that 
both  candidates  are  of  the  same  party.  They  see  dissidents 
released  from  the  Soviet  Gulag,  but  they  don't  understand 
that  the  dissidents  pose  no  threat  to  the  Soviet  government.

QB  When  you  defected  to  the  West  you  brought  with  you 
several  military  documents,  including  one  known  as 
"Operation  Plan."  What  is  it? 

A lt  is  the  Soviets'  top-secret  plan  for  all  the  general  staffs 
■  of  Warsaw  Pact  nations.  It  tells  all  those  nations  how 
large  their  armed  forces  must  be,  what  kinds  of  equipment 
and  weapons  they  must  have,  and  it  explains  how  a  surprise 
attack  against  NATO  will  proceed.  Operation  Plan  is  revised 
every  April,  but  not  much  has  changed  in  the  contents  of  the 
document  I  gave  to  Western  intelligence  agencies. 

CL  How  would  a  surprise  attack  begin? 

A First,  Czechoslovakian,  East  German  and  some  Soviet

DOLLARS 


Thousands  of  char- 
ities in  America 
are  testimony  to  the 
generosity  of  the 
American  people. 
But  all  charities 
are  not  created 
equal;  some

HIS  biblical  thought  is  a 
central  theme  of  the 
holiday  season,  a  time 
when  even  a  miserly  cur- 
mudgeon feels  a  touch  of 
generosity  and  compas- 
sion. It's  a  season  during 
which  Americans  receive 
an  overwhelming  volume 
of  pleas  for  charitable  contributions  to 
causes  guaranteed  to  tug  at  the  coldest 
string  in  the  heart  of  Ebenezer  Scrooge. 
But  the  pressure  to  give  becomes  almost 
cursed,  for  it's  strongest  when  we  are 
most  vulnerable.

"Whenever  a  solicitation  mentions 
heart  disease  or  cancer,  it  strikes  fear  in 
people,"  said  Kenneth  Albrecht,  presi- 
dent of  the  National  Charities  Informa- 
tion Bureau,  a  70-year-old  group  that 
evaluates  and  reports  on  non-profit 
organizations.  "Since  nearly  everyone 
has  a  friend  or  family  member  who  was 
struck  down  by  these  afflictions, 
there's  an  impulse  to  give  a  donation." 

However,  just  because  a  plea  con- 
tains the  words  "cancer"  or  "heart  dis- 
ease" doesn't  mean  that  the  charity 
automatically  deserves  a  check.  The 
fact  is,  not  all  charities  are  created 
equal,  nor  are  they  all  run  efficiently 
and  effectively.  As  industrialist  and 
philanthropist  H.  Ross  Perot  said,  "The 
whole  trick  [to  judging  deserving  chari- 
ties] is  to  figure  out  which  deliver 
results,  which  have  leadership  and 
which  are  using  the  money  for  the 
people  who  need  it,  as  opposed  to 
chewing  it  up  in  overhead  and  making 
it  disappear  in  enormous  amounts, 
wasted." 

Americans  donate  a  huge  amount  to 
charity— nearly  $90  billion  annually, 
for  which  the  competition  is  fierce. 
With  fund-raisers  resorting  to  such 
direct-mail  techniques  as  sweepstakes 
offers,  an  increasing  number  of  citizens 
are  asking  pointed  questions.  Among 
them: 

•  Are  charities  spending  too  much 
on  direct  mail  and  contests? 


•  Are  they  delivering  an  appropriate 
portion  of  their  funds  to  benefit  the 

cause? 

•  What  percentage  is  used  on  over- 
head, management  and  staff  salaries? 

Indeed,  last  July  The  Virginian-Pilot 
and  The  Ledger-Star  reported  on  a 
scandal  in  which  a  Virginia-based 
direct-mail  company  raised  millions  of 
dollars  for  charities,  but  chewed  up  an 
astonishing  percentage  of  the  donations 
in  printing  costs,  postage,  consulting 
fees  and  salaries.  Of  $34  million  raised 
for  six  heart-disease  and  cancer  chari- 
ties in  1986,  less  than  10  percent  of  the 
funds— $3 . 3  million— went  for  research 
and  patient  treatment.  Of  the  $1.26 
million  raised  for  one  cause,  the  charity 
received  less  than  3  cents  on  the  dollar. 

Surprisingly,  this  is  not  illegal. 
Although  postal  authorities  may  find 
violations  in  dubious  sweepstakes 
offers,  federal  law  does  not  regulate 
how  much  can  be  spent  on  expenses 
and  overhead,  and  how  much  must  go 
to  the  charity.  The  Supreme  Court  has 
also  ruled  that  states  cannot  establish 
benchmarks.  A  lot  of  Americans,  how- 
ever, may  feel  that  such  use  of  their 
donations  isn't  right. 

At  least  two  organizations  — New 
York-based  NCIB  and  the  Council  of 
Better  Business  Bureaus,  located  in 
Arlington,  Va.— are  attempting  to  help 
Americans  make  more-informed  deci- 
sions on  charitable  donations.  Both 
have  established  standards,  report  only 
whether  an  organization  meets  them 
and  withhold  judgment  on  whether  a 
charity  is  "worthy."  Both  urge  people 
to  give,  but  to  do  so  wisely,  with  their 
minds  as  well  as  their  hearts. 

CHARITY,  of  course,  means  different 
things  to  different  people.  For 
administrative  purposes,  it  also 
means  different  things  to  the  Internal 
Revenue  Service,  which  lists  more  than 
929,000  active  non-profit  entities  on  its 
tax-exempt  files,  a  status  granted  in 
Section  501(c)  of  the  Internal  Revenue 
Code.  Since  churches  and  small  organi- 
zations that  raise  less  than  $25,000 
annually  are  not  required  to  file  for 
501(c)  status,  the  total  number  of 
charities  in  the  United  States  is  obvi- 
ously much  higher. 

The  IRS  defines  27  tax-exempt 
categories  under  501(c).  For  example, 
charitable  religious  and  educational 
groups,  social-welfare  organizations, 
business  leagues,  and  war  veterans' 
groups  are  in  different  categories. 
These  four- 501(c)(3),  (4),  (6)  and 
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IGH  overhead 
costs  can 
significantly 
reduce  the  value 
of  each  dollar 
that's  donated. 


(19),  respectively— represent  about 
two-thirds  of  those  listed  with  the  IRS. 

However,  not  all  contributions  in  all 
categories  are  tax-deductible.  In  addi- 
tion, when  you  buy  items  such  as  candy 
or  magazines  to  benefit  a  charity,  you 
should  realize  that  only  the  value  above 
the  normal  price  of  the  item  can  be 
claimed  as  a  deduction.  Tickets  to  a 
charity  dance,  for  example,  should  state 
the  percentage  of  the  price,  be  it  50 
percent  or  75  percent,  that  goes  to 
benefit  the  organization.  If  you  have 
any  question  about  a  donation's  deduc- 
tibility—and  if  that's  important  to 
you  — consult  your  local  IRS  office 
before  giving. 

To  most  givers,  tax  deductions  are 
less  important  than  how  well  the  money 
is  used.  Perhaps  the  simplest  standard 
is  the  percentage  of  funds  that  a  charity 
actually  applies  to  its  programs. 

The  American  Heart  Association 
and  American  Cancer  Society  each 
devote  65  percent  to  70  percent  of  their 
revenue  to  services.  A  couple  of  years 
ago,  Mothers  Against  Drunk  Driving 
drew  criticism  for  devoting  only  41 
percent  of  its  funds  to  programs. 

At  the  upper  end  are  organizations 
such  as  Project  Hope,  which  uses  more 


than  85  percent  of  the  money  it  receives 
to  provide  health  care  in  Third  World 
nations.  Founder  William  Walsh  said 
that  he  would  be  highly  displeased  if 
the  figure  fell  below  85  percent.  "After 
all,"  he  explained,  "people  send  us 
money  to  help  the  less  fortunate,  not  to 
help  ourselves." 


Likewise,  the  Salvation  Army 
applies  86  cents  of  each  charity  dollar 
to  its  services.  But  these  percentages 
are  remarkably  high  and  cannot  be 
expected  of  most  charities.  Salvation 
Army  workers  live  an  incredibly  ascetic 
life,  and  Walsh  admitted  that  his  people

CHECKING  ON  CHARITIES 


TO  MAINTAIN  tax-exempt 
status,  non-profit  or  charitable 
organizations  must  file  an  annual 
report  with  the  IRS  called  Form 
990.  This  statement  yields  a  general 
overview  of  the  group,  including  its 
income  and  how  it  spends  its  money. 
Donors  can  get  copies  of  a  charity's 
Form  990  by  writing  or  calling  a 
local  IRS  office.  A  $  1  copying  fee  is 
charged  for  the  first  page  of  the 
document,  and  10  cents  per  page 
thereafter. 

Another  major  information  source 
is  the  Council  of  Better  Business 
Bureaus'  Philanthropic  Advisory 
Service,  located  at  1515  Wilson 
Blvd.,  Suite  300,  Arlington,  VA 
22209.  The  telephone  number  is 
(703)276-0133. 

PAS  has  a  number  of  publications, 
including  CBBB  Standards  for  Chari- 
table Solicitations  and  Tips  on  Chari- 


table Giving.  These  two  are  free,  if 
you  send  a  self-addressed,  stamped 
business-size  envelope.  PAS 
charges  $1  each  for  some  of  its  other 
brochures,  such  as  tips  on  tax  deduc- 
tions and  advice  on  handling 
unwanted  direct-mail  solicitations. 
It  charges  $6  for  a  one-year  subscrip- 
tion ($10  for  two  years)  to  its 
bimonthly  Give  But  Give  Wisely  news- 
letter, which  lists  charities  and  the 
CBBB  standards  they  meet.

TARAWA

HE  war  in  the  Pacific  The- 
ater had  not  been  going 
well  for  the  Allies.  Now,  in 
the  fall  of  1943,  the  Allies 
were  poised  to  reverse  the 
pattern  of  the  conflict.  In 
late  November  a  U.S.  Navy 
armada  bore  down  on  the 
Gilbert  Islands  in  the 
west-central  Pacific.  This  was  to  be  the 
initial  major  objective  in  the  new  Amer- 
ican strategy  of  island-hopping  toward 
the  ultimate  target:  Japan.  What  made 
the  Gilberts  so  important  to  the 
strategy  was  that  their  capture  would 
open  an  approach  toTruk,  an  important 
enemy  base,  and  provide  a  cushion  of 
security  for  the  long  Allied  supply  lines 
to  Australia  and  the  Solomons.

The  key  to  the  Gilberts  was  Tarawa, 
a  small  but  heavily  fortified  coral  atoll 
consisting  of  two  dozen  islets.  And  the 
key  to  Tarawa  clearly  was  Betio,  a  bird- 
shaped  islet  covering  less  than  one 
square  mile,  much  of  which  was 
devoted  to  an  enemy  airfield. 

During  the  night  of  Nov.  19  the  Amer- 
ican armada  closed  on  Tarawa;  at  0505 
hours  it  began  an  intense  bombardment 
of  Betio.  The  gunfire  paused  only  to 
leave  a  clear  path  for  the  task  force's 
carrier  planes— first  the  torpedo  bomb- 
ers, then  the  dive  bombers,  then  the 
Hellcats  streaking  in  on  strafing  runs. 
By  now  all  the  Japanese  shore  batteries 
were  in  action,  so  the  early-morning 
sky  was  laced  with  projectiles  being 
hurled  in  both  directions. 

After  four  hours  of  alternate  naval 
and  aerial  bombardment  it  was  time  for 
the  assault  troops  of  the  2nd  Marine 
Division  to  go  in.  The  first  waves  of 
men  in  the  three-battalion  assault  force 
clambered  down  the  nets  from  the 
transports  to  the  Higgins  boats 
alongside  and  raced  toward  shore. 
About  400  yards  from  shore  the  boats. 


with  insufficient  freeboard  in  the 
poorly  charted  waters,  grounded  on  the 
coral  reef,  and  the  Marines  had  to  wade 
the  rest  of  the  way  through  a  devastating 
curtain  of  small-arms  fire. 

In  one  of  the  oddities  of  war,  this 
battle  was  Marines  vs.  marines— U.S. 
Marines  pitted  against  crack  Japanese 
imperial  marines,  who  had  the  advan- 
tage of  extremely  well-built  fortifica- 
tions. The  Americans  not  only  were 
covered  by  the  enemy's  blanketing  fire, 
but  also  were  stymied  by  a  four-foot 
seawall  of  iron-hard  coconut  logs 
encircling  much  of  the  islet.  The  initial 
American  beachhead  spanned  a  scant 
20  feet  between  the  water  line  and  the 
log  barricade  near  where  Betio' s  long 
pier  jutted  out  onto  the  reef.  Any  Amer- 
ican attempting  to  scale  that  barricade 
was  instantly  exposed  to  enemy  snipers 
and  machine  gunners.  U.S.  destroyers, 
braving  the  fire  of  Japanese  shore  bat- 
teries, ran  in  close  to  the  beach  to  open 
up  on  enemy  targets,  firing  with  great 
precision  on  emplacements  as  close  as 
50  yards  from  the  American  Marines. 

Staff  Sgt.  William  J.  Bordelon, 
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making  it  to  the  beach  in  one  of  the  first 
assault  waves,  hurriedly  fashioned 
demolition  charges  and  used  them  to 
single-handedly  put  two  Japanese  pill- 
boxes out  of  action.  Attacking  a  third 
position,  he  was  struck  by  machine- 
gun  fire  and  seriously  wounded. 
Nevertheless,  diverted  by  the  cries  of 
one  of  his  men  lying  wounded  and  help- 
less in  the  water,  Bordelon  managed  to 
rescue  him  and  another  Marine  who 
had  been  trying  to  drag  the  first  man 
ashore.  Then,  despite  his  wounds,  he 
grabbed  another  demolition  charge  and 
made  for  a  third  pillbox.  He  never 
reached  it.  Bordelon  was  killed  by 
enemy  fire. 

By  nightfall  the  Americans  precari- 
ously held  three  beachheads,  the 
longest  only  100  yards,  the  deepest  only 
70  yards.  Just  before  dawn  the  next 
morning  the  2nd  Division's  reserve 
element  came  ashore  under  heavy  fire. 
The  additional  men— with  their  added 
punch  of  rifles,  machine  guns,  mortars, 
flame  throwers  and  demolition  charges 
—increased  the  tempo  and  din  of  com- 
bat. Around  noon  several  light  and 
medium  tanks  landed,  and  at  once 
began  laying  down  high-explosive  fire 
point-blank  into  enemy  fortifications. 

1st  Lt.  William  D.  Hawkins  led  a 
small  group  of  Marines  in  an  assault  on 
a  Japanese  position  that  was  fortified 
with  five  machine-gun  encampments. 
Crawling  forward  under  intense  fire,  he 
destroyed  the  first  emplacement  with 
grenades.  Then,  although  wounded  in 


the  exchange,  he  neutralized  three  more 
emplacements  before  he  was  killed  by 
enemy  shell  fire. 

In  the  afternoon  the  2nd  Division 
landed  its  artillery  detachment,  which 
immediately  went  into  action.  In  addi- 
tion, throughout  the  day  the  naval  and 
aerial  bombardment  of  Betio  con- 
tinued. And  everywhere,  the  Marine 
"grunts"  kept  up  the  pressure  with  rifle

and  machine-gun  fire,  flame  throwers, 
and  demolition  charges.  As  night 
approached  it  became  clear  that  the 
Americans  were  gaining  the  upper  hand 
despite  the  fanatical  resistance. 

1st  Lt.  Alexander  Bonnyman  Jr. 
crawled  about  40  yards  beyond  the 
American  lines  to  place  demolition

charges  at  the  entrance  to  a  large, 
heavily  fortified  position.  After  with- 
drawing to  get  more  charges,  he  led  a 
small  shore  party  in  an  attack  on  the 
fortification.  Setting  off  more  charges 
and  firing  through  the  ports,  he  and 
his  men  wiped  out  about  150  enemy 
soldiers  in  the  emplacement.  Another 
group  of  Japanese  launched  a  counter- 
attack in  an  attempt  to  regain  the  posi- 
tion they  had  lost.  Fighting  off  the 
attacking  enemy,  Bonnyman  killed 
three  of  them  before  he  fell,  mortally 
wounded.  His  men,  inspired  by  his 
courage,  held  the  position. 

On  the  third  day,  under  relentless 
American  pressure,  the  Japanese 
defenses  began  to  crumble.  In  late 
morning  the  U.S.  Marines,  advancing 
inland,  secured  Betio's  airfield.  The 
Japanese,  still  fighting  doggedly,  were 
now  compressed  in  the  islet's  tail.  By 
nightfall  the  battle  was  over  except  for 
mopping-up  operations.  Tarawa  pro- 
duced some  of  the  most  intense  fighting 
yet  experienced  in  the  Pacific.  But  now 
Betio,  and  hence  Tarawa,  was  in  the 
hands  of  the  2nd  Marine  Division. 

It  was  only  after  the  battle  ended  that 
its  true  dimensions  became  clear.  Never 
before  had  so  much  naval  gunfire  been 
concentrated  on  such  a  small  target. 
Never  before  had  American  troops 
attacked  an  atoll  so  fanatically 
defended  or  so  well  fortified.  Five 
hundred  Japanese  pillboxes  had  been 
laid  out  in  such  a  pattern  that  if  one  fell 
it  was  covered  by  two  others;  the  main 
fortifications  were  so  strongly  con- 
structed of  steel  rails,  concrete  and 
coconut  logs  that  direct  hits  by  1 , 000- 
pound  aerial  bombs  had  failed  to  pene- 
trate them.  The  Japanese  had  boasted 
that  "a  million  men  in  a  hundred  years 
couldn't  take  Tarawa."  The  Marines 
took  it  in  76  hours. 

But  it  had  been  a  costly  victory.  The 
Americans  had  sustained  more  than 
1 ,000  dead  and  nearly  2,300  wounded. 
Japanese  casualties  were  much  higher 
—  about  4,000  dead.  However,  it  had 
been  a  significant  victory  for  the  Allies, 
boosting  their  morale  at  a  time  when  it 
was  sorely  needed.  More  than  that,  it 
provided  an  airfield  from  which  the 
Allies  could  bomb  the  Marshall  Islands, 
it  opened  the  approach  to  Truk  and  it 
made  the  long  sea  lane  to  Australia 
more  secure.  □

HE  "greenhouse  effect" 
appears  to  have  moved 
beyond  the  realm  of  possi- 
bility. More  and  more  sci- 
entists now  are  saying  that 
it  is  a  probability. 

James  E.  Hansen,  lead- 
ing climatologist  and  di- 
rector of  NASA's  Institute 
for  Space  Studies,  testified  recently  in 
Washington  that  it  is  "99  percent  cer- 
tain" that  the  recent  warming  trend  has 
been  caused  by  a  buildup  of  carbon 
dioxide  and  other  artificial  gases  in  the 
atmosphere. 

"The  greenhouse  effect  has  been 
detected,  and  it  is  changing  our  climate 
now,"  Hansen  told  the  Senate  Energy 
and  Natural  Resources  Committee.  "It 
is  time  to  stop  waffling.  The  evidence  is 
pretty  strong  that  the  greenhouse  effect 
is  here."  His  findings  are  based  on 
monthly  readings  at  2,000  meterologi- 
cal  stations  around  the  world. 

Over  the  past  century  worldwide 
temperatures  have  risen  by  about  1.2 
degrees  Fahrenheit,  compared  with  the 
expected  natural  variation  of  only  0.4 
degrees  Fahrenheit.  This  warming 
trend  is  unlikely  to  have  been  acciden- 
tal. Hansen  said. 

The  warming  trend  may  be  accelerat- 
ing. The  four  hottest  years  on  record 
have  occurred  in  the  1 980s,  and  temper-

atures  in  the  first  five  months  of  1988 
were  the  hottest  on  record.  NASA 
researchers  said  1988  would  be  the 
warmest  year  on  record. 

Hansen  and  other  scientists  say  the 
dioxide  content  already  has  reached  the 
harmful  level  and  will  cause  increasing 
harm  the  higher  it  rises. 

Michael  Oppenheimer  of  the  Envi- 
ronmental Defense  Fund,  expressing 
the  view  of  most  scientists  at  the  Senate 
hearing,  said  last  summer's  severe 
drought  is  a  warning.  "Whether  or  not  it 
is  related  to  global  changes,  it  provides 
a  small  taste  of  the  dislocations  society 
will  face  with  increasing  frequency  if 
we  fail  to  act,"  he  said. 

AT  a  recent  conference  in  Toronto 
on  "Trie  Changing  Atmosphere," 
attended  by  government  officials 
from  48  nations  and  300  scientists,  the 
more-prosperous  nations  were  called 
upon  to  reduce  their  dioxide  emissions 
by  20  percent  by  2005. 

This  would  include  the  United 
States,  which  has  no  technology  for 
reducing  carbon-dioxide  emissions 
from  burning  fossil  fuels,  according  to 
research  conducted  for  the  Electric 
Power  Research  Institute.  The  United 
States  also  has  no  program  for  phasing 
out  the  use  of  fossil  fuels  in  favor  of 
energy  sources  that  don't  add  climate- 
altering  gases  to  the  atmosphere. 
According  to  EPRI,  29  percent  of  the 
dioxide  emissions  in  the  United  States 
come  from  industry,  28  percent  from 
electric-power  plants  and  27  percent 
from  transportation.  Homes  and 
businesses  account  for  the  other  16 
percent.  The  United  States  and  the 
Soviet  Union  account  for  about  45  per- 
cent of  the  world's  dioxide  emissions. 

In  a  1980  study  for  EPRI,  Radian 
Corp. ,  a  consulting  engineering  firm  in 
Austin,  Texas,  found  that  research  was 
being  done  in  a  half-dozen  chemical 
and  physical  processes  for  controlling 
dioxide  emissions  from  fossil-fuel  com- 
bustion. Radian  Corp.  concluded  that 
while  some  of  these  processes  are  tech- 
nologically possible,  none  of  them  is 
economically  feasible. 

Removing  dioxide  would  add  several 
hundred  dollars  per  kilowatt  to  plant 
capital  costs,  add  an  undetermined 


amount  to  operating  expenses  and  con- 
sume half  or  more  of  a  power  plant's 
energy  output,  Radian  reported.  Those 
findings  were  confirmed  recently  by 
two  Department  of  Energy  engineers 
who  estimated  that  the  removal  of  emis- 
sions causing  the  greenhouse  effect 
could  increase  capital  investments  in 
power  plants  by  70  to  150  percent. 

Said  Gordon  MacDonald,  vice  presi- 
dent of  MITRE  Corp.:  "There  are  some 
very  simple  thermodynamic  facts  of 


life.  Once  you've  combined  carbon 
with  oxygen  [to  make  carbon  dioxide], 
to  stuff  it  back  into  the  Earth  or  other- 
wise dispose  of  it,  you  essentially  have 
to  use  nearly  the  same  amount  of 
energy  as  you  gained  in  the  burning 
process  to  begin  with.  So  it  doesn't 
look  like  it  would  be  economical  to 
remove  dioxide,  even  in  principle." 

According  to  energy  experts,  there  is 
much  that  nations  can  do  to  halt  and

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IRONICALLY,  public  opposition 
may  have  blocked,  at  least  for  now, 
an  environmentally  safe  energy 
source  that  could  replace  fossil-fuel 
use  on  a  large  scale:  atomic  energy. 
Atomic  energy  produces  heat  for 
generating  electricity  in  a  physical 
process  that  is  totally  contained.  No 
combustion  is  involved.  But  new 
construction  of  nuclear  plants  in  this 
country  has  come  to  a  complete  halt. 
The  last  year  a  U.S.  nuclear  plant 
was  ordered  and  not  subsequently 
canceled  was  1974. 

The  environmental  risks  of 
nuclear  fission  pale  into  insignifi- 
cance when  measured  against  the 
worldwide  havoc  and  destruction 
that  fossil-fuel  burning  may  be 
bringing  via  the  greenhouse  effect. 

Despite  claims  of  opponents,  a 
nuclear-power  reactor  is  not  an 
unmanageably  complex  and  danger- 
ous operation.  A  nuclear  reactor  is 
essentially  a  large  steam  kettle 
holding  bundles  of  metal  rods  con- 
taining uranium  dioxide.  Water  sur- 
rounds the  rods.  Steam  is  generated 
by  a  physical  process  that  is  started 
by  fissioning  atoms  of  uranium 
dioxide,  and  is  continued  by  a  con- 
trolled chain  reaction,  with  the  sur- 
rounding water  acting  as  a  coolant 
and  moderator  that  makes  the  reac- 
tion possible. 

The  steam  is  then  piped  to  tur- 
bines that  turn  the  shafts  of 
generators  to  generate  electricity. 
Though  radioactivity  is  created  in 
the  process,  it  is  contained  within 


the  enclosed  system.  Only  one  case 
has  been  recorded  of  a  major  emis- 
sion of  radioactive  material  into  the 
outside  air  of  the  United  States,  even 
though  the  nuclear-power  industry  is 
more  than  30  years  old  and  more 
than  100  nuclear-power  plants  are  in 
operation  are  in  this  country. 

The  much-publicized  Three  Mile 
Island  accident  in  1979,  where  some 
nuclear  material  escaped  into  the 
surrounding  area,  caused  no  deaths 
or  serious  injuries  or  any  significant 
releases  of  radiation. 

Long  delays  caused  by  govern- 
ment regulations,  legal  challenges 
and  bad  planning  drove  the  cost 
of  building  a  nuclear-power  plant 
far  above  original  projections  for 
14  reactors  that  went  on  line  in 
1987. 

France,  however,  has  demon- 
strated that  a  well-planned  and 
well-managed  nuclear  program  can 
supplant  fossil-fuel  use.  By  stand- 
ardizing its  nuclear-power-plant 
designs,  attracting  some  of  the 
nation's  most  talented  people  and 
pursuing  a  single-minded  goal  of 
giving  nuclear  power  top  priority, 
France  has  made  nuclear  power 
work,  and  avoided  the  monumental 
delays  and  obstructionist  tactics  that 
have  stopped  all  new  U.S.  nuclear- 
plant  construction.  Nuclear  power 
now  provides  70  percent  of  France's 
electricity,  as  compared  to  only  18 
percent  in  the  United  States,  which 
once  was  the  world  leader  in  nuclear 
energy.  □

HEN  Mike  and  Jane 
Kerrigan's  fifth  child 
was  born  with  only 
two  fingers  and  a 
thumb  on  one  hand, 
the  doctors  told  them

While  they  waited  for  the  result  of  tests, 
the  Kerrigans  decided  on  a  name  for  the 
baby.  "We  said  that  whatever  it  was,  we

Mike  recalled.  "So  her  name  is  Bridget 
—Bridget  Jane." 

That  was  Sept.  12,  1981 ,  at  Roches- 
ter, Minn.,  where  the  Kerrigans  then 
lived.  They  got  the  official  word  the 
next  day  from  Mayo  Clinic  doctors,  and

it  was  not  good  news.  Bridget  had 
Cornelia  de  Lange  Syndrome,  a  condi- 
tion most  people  have  never  heard  of. 
Kerrigan  was  ready,  though,  because  he 
had  heard  one  doctor  mention  the  possi- 
bility and  had  spent  hours  in  the  Mayo 
Clinic's  library,  reading  up  on  the  sub- 
ject. As  Dr.  Richard  Olsen  began  to 
explain  the  syndrome,  Mike  fired  ques-

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tions  at  him.  He  got  straight— and 
distressing— answers. 

Children  who  suffer  from  Cornelia 
de  Lange  Syndrome— named  after  a 
Dutch  physician  who  described  it  in 
1933— are  mentally  impaired,  small  for 
their  age,  and  have  distinctive  facial 
features  that  include  a  short,  upturned 
nose.  Often,  they're  difficult  to  com- 
municate with.  They  tend  to  suffer  fre- 
quent respiratory  and  ear  infections, 
and  have  a  digestive  problem  called 
gastric  reflux,  in  which  the  stomach 
contents  can  come  up. 

The  Kerrigans  heard  it  without  flinch- 
ing and  then  did  something  about  it. 
They  started  on  the  personal  level, 
working  to  achieve  the  best  possible  life 
for  little  Bridget.  Then,  when  Mike 
went  to  work  at  the  National  Head- 
quarters of  The  American  Legion  in 
Indianapolis,  he  got  the  Legion 
involved.  He  currently  is  the  Michigan 
Department  Adjutant. 

Kerrigan  learned  that  the  Cornelia  de 
Lange  Foundation,  formed  by  parents 
less  than  a  decade  ago,  was  growing, 
but  chronically  short  of  money.  "The 
foundation  was  looking  for  some  kind 
of  grant,  because  income  wasn't 
keeping  up  with  growth,"  Kerrigan 
explained.  "So  I  sent  an  application  to 
the  Legion's  Child  Welfare  Foundation 
and  I  was  able  to  sit  down  with  people 
and  explain  the  need  to  award  a  grant  to 
the  Cornelia  de  Lange  Foundation." 

The  Legion  made  three  annual 
grants,  starting  with  one  of  $9,000.  The 
money  did  help  a  lot,  said  Julie 
Mairano,  director  of  the  foundation. 
"The  Legion  is  the  only  reason  we  are 
here  today,"  she  said. 

Until  it  got  the  Legion  grants,  the 
foundation  had  trouble  even  paying  its 
postage.  The  grants  didn't  make  it  rich, 
but  it  did  enable  the  foundation  to  mail 
a  fact  sheet  on  Cornelia  de  Lange  Syn- 
drome to  all  members  of  the  National 
Society  of  Genetic  Counselors  in  the 
United  States  and  Canada. 

Simply  making  them  aware  that  the 
condition  existed  appears  to  have 
improved  the  rate  at  which  affected 
children  are  identified,  Mairano  said. 
"Many  times  the  diagnosis  isn't  given  a 
name  because  physicians  aren't  aware 
of  it,"  she  said. 

Just  having  a  definite  diagnosis  can 
help  parents  and  children  caught  in  a 
difficult,  lifelong  situation,  Mairano 
said.  At  least  the  parents  know  they 
aren't  alone,  and  they  can  turn  to  other 
families  with  the  same  problem  for 
advice  and  support.  That  can  make  the

difference  between  keeping  a  child  at 
home  rather  than  in  some  institution. 
The  foundation  now  has  a  national  net- 
work of  29  coordinators  to  help  families 
meet,  and  it  hopes  to  expand  to  50  coor- 
dinators soon. 

One  of  the  major  roles  that  the  foun- 
dation plays,  said  its  medical  director, 
Dr.  Laird  Jackson  of  Jefferson  Medical 
College  in  Philadelphia,  is  to  help  keep 
parents  and  doctors  from  just  giving  up. 
That's  all  too  easy  to  do  with  a  retarded 
child  who  can  have  both  hearing  losses 
(from  repeated  ear  infections)  and  poor 
vision,  in  addition  to  other  problems. 

ARENTS  say,  'What's  the  use  of 
hearing  aids,  what's  the  point  of 
1  glasses,  when  the  child  pulls  at 
them  and  throws  them  down?'" 
Jackson  said.  "But  these  are  com- 
municating windows  to  the  world.  It 
only  makes  things  worse  if  you  can't 
communicate  with  the  child  and  the 
child  can't  communicate  with  you. 

"Admittedly,  with  all  multiple  handi- 
capped children,"  Jackson  said,  "the 
actual  gains  may  be  small.  But  to  the 
family  they  are  large  because  they  make 
things  more  manageable." 

Most  of  the  time,  it's  the  doctors  who 
need  to  get  the  message,  Jackson  said. 
They're  used  to  being  "knights  on  white 
chargers,  galloping  in  to  cure  it  all.  If 
you're  a  doctor  who  sees  a  kid  with  all 
these  problems,  you'll  be  overwhelmed 
and  ask  yourself,  'Where  do  I  start?' 
It's  easier  to  look  after  the  next  kid, 
who  just  needs  a  shot  of  penicillin." 

With  decidedly  limited  funds,  the 
foundation  can't  support  research  into 
the  cause  of  the  syndrome.  There  is 


fairly  definite  evidence  that  it  is  caused 
by  a  single  faulty  gene,  Jackson  said, 
and  some  progress  has  been  made  in 
determining  the  location  of  the  gene.  A 
very  long-term  goal  would  be  to  prac- 
tice prenatal  detection,  looking  for  the 
gene  in  unborn  babies  from  a  family  in 
which  one  child  has  the  syndrome.  But 
that  is  mostly  a  hope,  Jackson  said. 

A  vital  research  need  is  to  find  ways 
to  help  the  Cornelia  de  Lange  children 
who  survive  into  adolescence.  Once, 
the  inevitable  fate  of  such  children  was 
institutionalization,  usually  followed  by 
early  death.  Now,  there  are  many  more 
longer-term  survivors,  as  doctors  and 
families  learn  to  deal  with  the  problems 
that  once  shortened  their  lives. 

One  problem  that  has  emerged  is 
self-destructive  activity,  such  as  head- 
banging  by  adolescents,  Jackson  said. 
"Often,  it's  not  the  most  severely 
affected  children  who  engage  in  such 
activity,"  he  said.  "We're  trying  to  get 
developmental  specialists  to  look  into  it 
and  to  see  if  medication  can  help." 

Aside  from  the  immediate  issue  of 
bettering  the  lives  of  Cornelia  de  Lange 
Syndrome  children,  the  condition  also 
is  a  test  case  for  our  society  in  the 
humanitarian  treatment  of  severely 
impaired  youngsters,  Jackson  said. 
"They  often  get  denied  access  to  normal 
medical  care  because  people  back  away 
from  them,"  he  said.  "Nobody  stops  by. 
Now,  most  birth-defects  centers  and 
major  medical  institutions  do  a  good 
job.  I  try  to  help  out." 

For  the  Kerrigans,  life  with  Bridget 
has  been  a  series  of  ups  and  downs.  She 
has  had  pneumonia  a  dozen  times,  has 
undergone  surgery  seven  times,  and 
lived  with  a  feeding  tube  in  her  stomach 
for  two  and  a  half  years.  But  in  the  past 
six  months,  surgery  has  enabled  her  to 
live  normally.  "She  now  goes  to  school 
every  day.  Her  four  brothers  and  sisters 
are  her  defenders  and  friends:  I  would 
pity  anyone  who  tried  to  hurt  her," 
Kerrigan  said. 

"I  guess  I  know  some  day  God  will 
take  her,"  he  said.  "When  He  does,  I 
hope  we  have  the  strength  to  take  it. 
We've  had  lots  of  love  and  lots  of  happi- 
ness. She's  brought  more  to  the  family 
than  she  has  ever  taken  away  from  it. 
Whatever  we've  given  her,  she's  given 
us  more."

TIS  Christmas  Eve  1822, 
and  a  scholarly  gentleman 
named  Clement  Clarke 
Moore  has  gathered  his 
family  around  the  crack- 
ling fire  lighting  the 
hearth  in  their  New  York 
home.  The  six  young  chil- 
dren titter  with  excitement 


as  they  snuggle  onto  laps  and  into 
favorite  chairs  to  receive  the  surprise 
they've  been  promised.  When  all  is 
quiet,  Moore,  in  a  dramatic  whisper, 
begins  to  read  the  lines  he  has  penned: 

"  'Twas  the  night  before  Christmas, 
when  all  through  the  house, 

"Not  a  creature  was  stirring,  not  even 
a  mouse . . ." 

As  the  43-year-old  university  pro- 
fessor reads  the  now-famous  poem  to 
his  gleeful  audience,  he  does  not  know 
that  he  is  making  history.  He  cannot 
guess  that  his  simple  lyrics  will  become 
the  most  enduring  yuletide  poem  of  all 
time.  He  cannot  imagine  that  he  is 
changing  the  very  face  of  Christmas. 

The  only  son  of  a  respected  Episcopal 
bishop,  Moore  grew  up  in  a  stately 
home  overlooking  the  Hudson  River. 
New  York  City  long  ago  swallowed  up 
the  estate,  but  in  Moore's  time  the  fam- 
ily's beloved  Chelsea  House,  as  they 
called  it,  was  a  grand,  isolated  country 
manor  north  of  the  city.  Walnut  trees 
grew  along  the  carriage  lane;  orchards 
dotted  the  grounds;  in  summer,  horses 
grazed  in  the  pastures. 

Freed  by  family  wealth  to  follow  his 
fancy,  Moore  studied  music,  history 
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As  their  fother 
spoke,  Sonta 
Clous  wos  born. 


and  classical  languages.  After  graduat- 
ing first  in  his  class  from  Columbia 
College,  he  became  a  teacher  and  later 
helped  found  a  theological  seminary. 
Along  the  way,  he  wrote  several  books, 
including  a  two-volume  Hebrew  dic- 
tionary. He  also  wrote  poetry,  once 
using  verse  to  decline  an  invitation  to  a 
ball. 

In  1813,  Moore  married  Catherine 
Taylor,  and  they  soon  were  blessed  with 
Margaret,  Charity,  Benjamin,  Mary, 
Clement  and  Emily.  Life  at  Chelsea 
House  became  robust,  vital  and  even 
warmer  than  before.  Moore's  biog- 
rapher, Samuel  White  Patterson, 
writes:  "There  could  not  have  been  a 
happier  home  than  theirs,  with  grace, 
charm,  serenity,  unhurried  existence, 
and  money  enough  to  satisfy  every 
want  and  creature  comfort." 

A  dedicated  philanthropist  and  gen- 
erous Christian,  Moore  frequently 
handed  cash  to  the  many  needy  souls 
who  found  their  way  to  his  door.  How- 
ever, as  Christmas  drew  near  in  1822, 
Moore  pondered  another  kind  of  gift: 
What  special  present  might  he  give  to 
his  children?  After  much  thought,  he 


decided  to  write  a  poem  for  them.  No 
one  knows  exactly  how  he  came  to  pen 
those  famous  lines  about  "A  Visit  From 
St.  Nicholas,"  but  tradition  and  snip- 
pets of  history  tell  how  it  might  have 
happened. 

On  the  afternoon  of  Christmas  Eve, 
Moore  climbed  into  his  servant-driven 
carriage,  and  rode  to  the  market  at 
Fulton  and  Vesey  streets  to  purchase  the 
family's  Christmas  turkey.  The  day  was 
frigid  and  bleak,  and  a  heavy  covering 
of  snow  made  travel  difficult.  Along  the 
streets  of  New  York,  pedestrians 
greeted  one  another  with  Christmas 
cheer  but  kept  their  collars  turned  up 
against  the  cold. 

One  of  the  people  Moore  encountered 
that  afternoon  was  Jan  Duyckinck,  a 
stocky,  jovial,  pipe-smoking  Dutchman 
who  knew  the  Moore  family  well. 
Considering  the  day,  it's  possible  that 
Duyckinck  regaled  Moore  with  an  old- 
country  Christmas  tale,  perhaps  even 
one  about  St.  Nicholas,  the  patron  saint 
of  good  Dutch  children. 

AS  MOORE  rode  silently  through 
the  gathering  dusk  and  gentle  snow- 
fall, he  thought  of  his  children  and 
the  Christmas  anticipation  that  filled 
their  heads.  Near  home,  his  eyes  lifted 
to  the  roof  of  Chelsea  House,  and  he 
saw  there— at  least  in  his  mind's  eye— a 
diminutive  figure  and  reindeer-drawn 
sleigh.  Suddenly,  rhymed  couplets  tum- 
bled from  his  subconscious,  and  he  strug- 
gled to  remember  the  lyric  and  cadence 
lest  they  escape  forever  into  the  night. 

Once  inside,  he  took  quill  and  ink 
from  his  library  desk,  and  set  about 
preserving  the  verses  on  paper.  When 
the  poem  was  complete,  Moore  read  the 
28  couplets  silently  to  himself.  Yes,  he 
thought,  this  will  make  a  fine  surprise 
for  the  children.

HE  patient's  strength  has 
been  ebbing  away  for 
years.  Most  medical  ex- 
perts claim  to  know  the 
cure,  but  the  prognosis 
still  is  not  good.  The 
patient  is  the  nursing  pro- 
fession, and  the  malady  is 
the  shrinking  number  of 
people  making  it  a  career. 

Since  1983,  nurse  vacancies  in 
American  hospitals  have  nearly  tripled. 
The  number  of  nurses  and  nursing  stu- 


dents has  declined  significantly  over 
the  past  decade,  while  the  demand  for 
registered  nurses  has  more  than  doubled. 

The  shortage  is  not  exclusive  to  pri- 
vate medicine;  it  has  leached  into  the  vast 
health-care  network  of  the  VAs  Depart- 
ment of  Medicine  and  Surgery.  "Our 
shortage  only  mirrors  what  is  occurring 
in  the  private  sector,"  said  Vernice  Fer- 
guson, deputy  assistant  chief  medical 
director  for  nursing  programs. 

The  VA  employs  about  35,000  regis- 
tered nurses,  and  more  than  26,000 
licensed  practical  nurses  and  nursing 
assistants.  The  shortage  within  the  VA 
primarily  has  been  with  RNs.  Ferguson 
said  the  VA  is  about  1 ,600  RNs  short  of 
its  authorized  staffing  level. 

Nurses  staff  the  VAs  172  hospitals, 
228  outpatient  clinics,  117  nursing 
homes  and  home-based  health-care 
programs.  Each  year,  more  than  25,000 
nursing  students  gain  clinical  and  edu- 
cational experience  at  VA  medical  facili- 
ties, and  on  any  given  day,  VA  nurses 
are  responsible  for  at  least  7  percent  of 
the  nation's  hospitalized  patients. 

Although  it  is  a  national  problem,  the 
nurse  shortage  has  cast  an  especially 
long  shadow  over  the  VA  health-care 
system.  "VA  hospitals,  particularly 
those  in  the  large  metropolitan  areas, 
are  forced  to  compete  with  community 
and  university  hospitals,  which  are  also 
experiencing  severe  shortages,"  Fergu- 
son said.  "The  problem  is  that  all  hospi- 
tals are  competing  for  the  same  scarce 
resource." 

A  cursory  look  at  any  newspaper's 
"help  wanted"  ads  will  attest  to  the 
demand.  "In  some  locations,  critical- 
care  nurses  are  being  paid  $8,000  to 


$10,000  more  per  year  than  their  coun- 
terparts at  VA  hospitals,"  Ferguson 
said. 

The  VA  had  no  other  choice  than  to 
join  the  bidding  war.  In  1987,  the  VA 
instituted  a  pay  incentive  program  for 
nurses  that  offered  premium  pay  for 
Saturday  work. 

But  incentives  go  far  beyond  what 
nurses  take  home  in  their  pay  envelopes. 
Many  hospitals  also  offer  tuition-free 
continuing-education  programs,  more 
stabilized  shift  work,  and  a  vast  array  of 
support  services  such  as  child  care  and 
free  dental  plans. 

THE  VA  needed  more  perks  to  offer, 
so  it  went  to  Congress  for  help. 
With  the  strong  support  of  The 
American  Legion  and  other  veterans' 
organizations,  Congress  passed  the 
Veterans  Benefits  and  Service  Act  of 
1988,  which  includes  several  provisions 
to  help  recruit  and  retain  nurses  and  other 
critically  needed  health-care  specialists. 
In  addition  to  Saturday  premium  pay, 
the  law  also  authorizes  day-care  and 
tuition-reimbursement  programs, 
expands  the  eligibility  for  the  Health 
Professional  Scholarship  Program  and 
requires  that  the  chief  of  nursing  serv- 
ices at  each  VA  medical  facility  be 
included  on  policy-making  committees. 

"There  has  been  tremendous  interest 
in  the  education  programs,"  said  Fergu- 
son. "VA  nurses  understand  that  profes- 
sionalism requires  ongoing  education 
and  study.  These  programs  have  been 
powerful  morale  builders." 

Ferguson  said  that  the  lack  of  morale 
has  been  cited  by  many  nurses  as  the 
reason  they  left  the  profession.  Fre- 
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VA  ADVANTAGES— "Many  of  our  nurses 
have  found  they  have  greater  autonomy 
to  practice  their  profession, "  says  Fer- 
guson, deputy  assistant  chief  medical 
director  for  nursing  programs. 

quent  shift  rotations,  heavy  nurse-to- 
patient  ratios,  inadequate  support 
services  and  the  exclusion  of  nurses  in 
policy-making  positions  have  taken  a 
heavy  toll. 

VA  nursing  shortages,  combined 
with  shortfalls  in  other  critical  skill 
specialists,  were  a  major  reason  why 
the  agency  closed  2,700  beds  last  year. 
"In  many  cases,  VA  hospital  directors 
are  having  trouble  hiring  enough  staff 
to  provide  care  for  the  patients  who 
would  occupy  the  beds,"  said  Rep.  G.  V. 
"Sonny"  Montgomery,  chairman  of  the 
House  Veterans'  Affairs  Committee, 
during  a  congressional  hearing  last 
summer. 

Ferguson  and  other  leaders  in  the 
nursing  field  attribute  a  large  part  of  the 
nursing  dearth  to  new  career  alterna- 
tives that  have  opened  up  to  women  in 
recent  years.  "It's  a  Catch-22,"  Fergu- 
son said.  "Women  are  benefiting  from 
expanded  opportunities  in  business, 
law  and  communications.  On  the  other 
hand,  it  has  made  the  pool  of  young 


women  we  traditionally 
draw  upon  to  fill  our 
ranks  much  smaller." 

The  VA,  however,  is 
making  a  special  effort 
to  attract  and  retain 
minorities  and  males  to 
nursing.  "We've  done 
very  well  in  this  area, 
especially  with  male 
nurses,  some  of  whom  are  chief  nurses, 
head  nurses  or  staff  nurses  in  our 
facilities,"  Ferguson  said. 

She  said  that  one  benefit  of  working 
for  the  VA,  perhaps  more  than  any 
other,  has  helped  keep  the  lid  on  the 
number  of  nurses  who  have  defected  to 
private  hospitals  or  given  up  the  profes- 
sion altogether.  "Many  of  our  nurses  soon 
discover  that  they  have  greater  auton- 
omy to  practice  their  profession," 
Ferguson  said.  "No  other  discipline 
dictates  the  practice  of  nursing  here. 
Professional  nurses'  standards  boards 
determine  who  is  hired,  fired  and  pro- 
moted. That  just  doesn't  exist  in  any 
other  nursing  service  in  the  country." 

Ferguson  said  another  advantage  of 
working  with  the  VA  is  its  excellent 
networking  system  for  sharing  informa- 
tion. Nurses,  as  well  as  other  employees,

can  relocate  without  a 
loss  or  cut  in  salary  and 
benefits. 

Still,  the  nursing 
shortage  is  real  and  criti- 
cal, and  shows  no  sign 
of  abating  in  the  near 
future.  Statistics  com- 
piled by  the  American 
Nurses  Association  show 
that  experienced  RNs  in  some  acute- 
shortage  areas  earn  as  much  as  $45,000 
per  year.  The  average  salary  for  experi- 
enced VA  nurses  in  those  same  areas 
ranges  between  $22,500  and  $29,200. 
Ferguson's  prognosis  on  the  shortage? 
"It's  going  to  get  a  lot  worse  before  it 
gets  better,  I'm  afraid  to  say,"  said 
Ferguson,  who  has  served  on  several 
federal  panels  that  have  examined  the 
problem.  "There  are  no  short-term  solu- 
tions to  a  long-term  problem,  but  I'm 
encouraged  by  the  support  that  we  have 
received  from  the  Senate  and  House 
Veterans'  Affairs  committees. 

"Most  of  all,  I'm  encouraged  by  the 
professionalism  of  our  nurses,"  Fergu- 
son said.  "They  work  very  hard,  and 
they're  extremely  committed.  They 
don't  view  nursing  as  a  job.  It's  a

John  G.  Rowland 
of  Connecticut  introduced  a  measure  in  the  House  that 
would  enable  the  nation's  435  congressmen  to  do  exactly 
what  the  Legion  resolution  recommended. 

"Each  day,  in  schools  across  this  land,  at  sports  events, 
and  other  civic  functions,  we  pause  for  a  moment  to  pay 
tribute  to  our  flag,"  Rowland  said.  "I  might  add  that  many 
legislative  bodies  convene  their  meetings  with  the  Pledge  of 
Allegiance  to  the  American  flag,  including,  for  instance,  the 
Connecticut  legislature,  where  I  served  prior  to  entering 
Congress." 

Rowland  said  that  many  congressmen  believe  that  since 
they  are  responsible  for  passing  the  nation's  laws,  they 
should  set  a  public  example  of  patriotism  by  reciting  the 
pledge  daily.

Compensation  to  veterans  exposed  to  Agent 

Orange  and  their  survivors  should  begin  sometime  after 
January,  according  to  a  spokesman  with  the  special  master's 
office. 

The  Agent  Orange  Veterans  Payment  Program  provides 
$170  million  in  cash  benefits  to  long-term  totally  disabled 
veterans  and  the  survivors  of  deceased  veterans.  The  amount 
of  compensation  paid  to  each  veteran  will  be  based  on  the 
veteran's  age  and  period  of  disability,  or  the  year  in  which 
the  veteran  died. 

The  exact  amount  of  payments  will  be  determined  by  the 
number  of  eligible  claimants.  The  disability  payments, 
which  begin  in  1990,  will  be  issued  in  equal  annual  install- 
ments over  a  five-year  period  ending  Dec.  31,1 994.  Disa- 
bility payments  are  expected  to  average  $5,700,  with  a 
maximum  benefit  of  $12,800.  Lump-sum  death  benefits 


will  average  about  $  1 ,800,  with  a  maximum  payment  of 
$3,400. 

Another  $52  million  from  the  out-of-court  settlement  by 
seven  manufacturers  of  Agent  Orange  will  be  distributed 
under  the  Agent  Orange  Class  Assistance  Program,  which 
will  fund  social-service  projects  that  benefit  Vietnam  vet- 
erans and  their  families.

Disab.ed  veterans  whoco.np.ete  vocational 

rehabilitation  increase  their  earnings  more  than  fivefold, 
according  to  a  new  VA  study. 

Reviewing  the  annual  income  levels  of  the  2,300  veterans 
who  were  rehabilitated  in  1987,  the  VA  found  that  average 
earnings  after  training  were  $15,586.  Before  entering  the  VA 
program,  the  veterans  earned  an  average  of  $2,765  annually. 
The  VA  said  it  is  conducting  a  follow-up  study  of  the  same 
group,  and  preliminary  results  indicate  further  increases  in 
earnings. 

The  VAs  vocational-rehabilitation  program  trains  dis- 
abled veterans  in  employable  skills  and  helps  them  find  jobs. 
Veterans  enrolled  in  the  program  also  receive  tax-free  disa- 
bility-compensation payments  that  are  not  treated  as  indi- 
vidual earnings. 

"The  cost  of  the  program  is  repaid  many  times  over  by  the 
increased  income  taxes  of  the  participants,"  said  Dennis  R. 
Wyant,  director  of  the  VA  Vocational  Rehabilitation  and 
Education  Service.  He  said  that  IRS  data  showed  the  study 
group's  tax  payments  increased  by  about  635  percent. 

The  VA  has  established  a  toll-free  number  to 

assist  veterans  and  their  dependents  with  questions  about 
government  life  insurance.  Most  insurance  holders  and 
beneficiaries  can  obtain  immediate  information  on  policy 
changes,  dividends  and  other  matters  by  dialing  (800)  422-

records  may  not  be  readily  available  will  receive  a  return  call 
or  written  response. 

VA  officials  also  remind  policyholders  who  continue  to 
pay  premiums  that  they  need  not  submit  applications  for 
dividends.  Dividends  are  automatically  paid  to  current 
policyholders,  usually  on  the  policy's  anniversary  date.

heart  disease  and  PTSD. 


E  HAVE  succeeded 
where  the  government 
has  failed,  and  we  can 
be  justifiably  proud  of 
this  study,  which 
finally  validates  the 
tragic  human  costs  of 
Vietnam,"  Nat'l  Cmdr. 
H.F.  "Sparky"  Gierke 
told  the  U.S.  Congress  during  his  tes- 
timony, Sept.  27,  in  which  he  referred 
to  the  draft  report  of  The  American 
Legion-Columbia  University  Vietnam 
Veterans  Study. 


The  American  Legion  spent  five 
years,  more  than  $80,000  and  thou- 
sands of  volunteer  hours  in  bringing  the 
study  to  its  conclusion.  The  study 
examined  the  effects  of  combat  and 
Agent  Orange  exposure  on  Legion- 
naires who  served  in  Vietnam.  Recently 
corroborated  by  peer  review,  the  study 
is  scheduled  to  be  published  in  the  sci- 
entific journal,  Environmental  Research, 
this  month. 

"We've  been  waiting  for  these  an- 
swers since  1978,"  Gierke  said.  "That's 
when  a  Chicago  VA  employee  brought

Agent  Orange  to  the  nation's  attention 
after  she  announced  to  the  media  that  a 
large  number  of  veterans  with  recur- 
ring problems  told  her  that  they  were 
exposed  to  'a  lot  of  chemicals  in  Viet- 
nam.' Now  the  Legion  has  provided 
answers  and  scientific  direction  where 
the  VA,  the  U.S.  government,  the  Cen- 
ters for  Disease  Control  and  others  have 
failed." 

"America's  veterans  have  taken 
the  necessary  action  to  give  the  gov- 
ernment the  scientific  direction  needed 
to  arrest  the  problems  of  Vietnam 
veterans.  We  have  blazed  a  trail  where 
there  was  no  trail,  and  left  a  path  for 
others  to  follow.  Now  it's  up  to  the 
government  to  stop  evading  and  start 
accepting  its  responsibility  toward 
those  brave  men  and  women  who  have 
borne  the  burden  of  war  in  Southeast 
Asia." 

Since  1978,  the  Legion  has  moni- 
tored various  government  studies  con- 
cerning the  effects  of  Agent  Orange 
exposure.  After  a  lengthy  and  intense 
effort  by  the  Legion,  the  responsibility 
for  Agent  Orange  research  was  trans- 
ferred in  1 983  from  the  VA  to  the  CDC, 
an  independent  scientific  agency. 

But  the  CDC,  much  like  the  VA, 
seemed  to  provide  more  obstacles  than 
answers.  According  to  Legion  experts 
in  Washington,  much  of  the  CDC's 
efforts  have  been— and  still  are— con- 
centrated on  proving  that  a  scientifi- 
cally valid  study  cannot  be  done.

The  Legion's  patience  finally  wore 
thin  and  it  decided  to  support  a  study  of 
its  own:  The  American  Legion-Columbia 
University  Study.  In  1983,  Dr.  Jeanne 
Stellman,  associate  professor  of  public 
health  at  Columbia,  developed  and 
directed  the  study  in  collaboration

with  Dr.  Steven  Stellman, 
the  assistant  vice  president 
for  epidemiology  at  the 
American  Cancer  Society. 
The  study  design  drew  on  a 
random  sample  of  Legion- 
naires who  had  served 
during  the  Vietnam  era. 
John  Sommer,  a  Vietnam 
veteran  and  director  of 
the  Legion's  Veterans 
Affairs  and  Rehabilitation 
Division,  was  assigned  to 
the  research  team  as  the 
Legion's  representative. 

South  Dakota  Legion- 
naires were  volunteers  for  a 
pilot  run  of  the  question- 
naire and  study  method, 
conducted  by  Sommer  and 
Dr.  Gloria  Gordon,  a  St. 
Louis  psychologist,  under 
the  Stellmans'  direction. 

The  main  study  group 
consisted  of  Legionnaires 
from  the  departments  of 
Colorado,  Indiana,  Min- 
nesota, Ohio,  Maryland 
and  Pennsylvania.  Volun- 
teers who  participated  in 
the  study  were  selected  ran- 
domly from  a  list  of  85 ,000 
names  on  the  six  depart- 
ments' membership  rolls. 

Since  membership  files 
do  not  always  indicate  the 
war  in  which  each  member 
served,  the  first  chore  of 
the  research  volunteers 
was  to  contact  the  selected 
members  to  determine  if 
they  had  served  in  Viet- 
nam. Those  who  served 
only  in  other  wars  were 
eliminated  from  the  study. 

Of  the  12,500  members 
identified  as  Vietnam  vet- 
erans, more  than  7,700 
responded  to  the  call. 
About  1 ,000  Legion  volun- 
teers helped  contact  and 
encourage  the  participants. 
One  of  the  biggest  challenges  in  the 
study  was  to  ensure  that  the  survey 
participants  completed  and  returned 
the  questionnaire.  Here  again,  Legion 
volunteers  played  a  vital  role.  Through 
their  phone  calls  and  personal  contacts, 
they  impressed  on  the  participants  the 
importance  of  the  study.  Their  efforts 
resulted  in  a  high  response  rate. 

The  main  purpose  of  the  study  was  to 
answer  the  following  questions  about 
exposure  to  combat  and  herbicides:

•  What  are  the  health  and  reproduc- 
tive health  effects  of  Vietnam  combat 
service? 

•  Do  Vietnam  combat  veterans  suffer 
from  Post-Traumatic  Stress  Disorder 
(PTSD)  and/or  other  psychological 
problems? 

•  What  effect  did  the  war  have  on  the 
social  and  economic  lives  of  Vietnam 
veterans  and  their  families? 


•  Do  Vietnam  veterans  who  are 
Legionnaires  use  VA  health-care  facili- 
ties and  programs? 

•  What  are  their  attitudes  and  per- 
ceptions of  the  VA  and  its  services? 


HEALTH  EFFECTS 

Overall,  the  men  who  served  in  Viet- 
nam have  a  higher  incidence  of  heart 
disease,  venereal  disease  and  benign 
fatty  tumors  than  men  who  did  not. 

Generally,  the  study  revealed  few 
differences  between  the  entire  group  of 
veterans  who  served  in  Southeast  Asia 


HOW  MUCH  HERBICIDE  EXPOSURE? 


SINCE  many  veterans  in  the 
study  did  not  know  whether  they 
were  exposed  to  herbicides,  or  how 
much  exposure  they  had,  the  re- 
searchers had  to  find  the  answers. 

To  meet  the  challenge,  study  co- 
directors,  Drs.  Jeanne  and  Steven 
Stellman,  developed  a  method  that 
included  the  HERBS  tape,  an  ex- 
tensive computer  listing  of  dates, 
gallons,  locations  and  types  of  her- 
bicides used  in  every  spraying  mis- 
sion carried  out  by  U.S.  forces  in 
Vietnam.  The  tape  was  originally 
developed  by  the  National  Academy 
of  Sciences,  and  later  updated  by 
the  U.S.  Army  and  Joint  Services 
Environmental  Support  Group. 

With  the  help  of  Dr.  Stephen 
Zoloth  of  Hunter  College,  the 
Stellmans  designed  a  map  index  of 
sites  in  Vietnam  where  U.S.  troops 
had  been  stationed.  Legionnaires 
who  served  in  Vietnam  filled  out  the 


map  index  and  their  responses  were 
converted  by  a  computer  program 
that  classified  the  participants  into 
four  categories:  no  exposure,  low, 
medium  and  high  exposure.  An  addi- 
tional exposure  category  was 
created  for  some  men  in  the  study 
who  had  special  jobs  such  as  her- 
bicide handler  on  C-123  aircraft  or 
backpack  sprayer. 

Among  the  Legionnaires  in  the 
study,  20  percent  were  in  the  most 
heavily  exposed  group,  40  percent 
were  in  the  medium-exposure  cate- 
gory and  40  percent  had  little  or  no 
exposure  to  herbicides.  One 
hundred  and  two  men  were  in  the 
special  herbicide-handler  category. 

Since  enough  of  the  veterans  fit 
into  each  of  the  exposure  categories, 
the  study  team  was  able  to  compare 
the  groups  and  answer  questions 
about  the  effects  of  herbicide  expo- 
sure on  health. 


and  those  who  served  elsewhere.  How- 
ever, when  Southeast  Asia  veterans 
were  categorized  into  low-,  medium- 
and  high-combat-intensity  classifica- 
tions, major  differences  appeared.  For 
example,  combat  intensity  was  found  to 
be  significantly  related  to  a  history  of 
high  blood  pressure,  ulcers,  arthritis 
and  rheumatism,  kidney  and  bladder 
problems,  nervous-system  disease, 
major  injury,  hepatitis  and  benign  fatty 
tumors.  The  rate  rises  significantly  as 
the  combat  intensity  increases  (see  box 
on  "Rating  Combat  Experience"). 

Vietnam  veterans  also  have  more 
health  complaints  than  non-Southeast 
Asia  veterans.  Men  who  served  in  Viet- 
nam complain  more  often  of  feeling 
faint,  fatigue  or  physical  depression, 
body  aches,  colds  and  skin  irritation 
than  those  who  did  not  serve  in- 
country. 

POST-COMBAT  STRESS 

People  who  live  through  natural  dis- 
asters such  as  floods  or  fires,  or  survive 
a  situation  they  believed  they  might  not 
escape  from,  can  suffer  the  lifelong 
effects  of  Post-Traumatic  Stress  Dis- 
order. PTSD  can  show  up  as  recurrent 
nightmares,  or  be  triggered  by  ordinary 
events  such  as  the  sound  of  a  car  back- 
firing, or  a  particular  smell  or  sensation 
can  trigger  the  person's  mind  to  relive  a 
traumatic  event. 

Intense  combat  is  one  kind  of  trauma 
that  can  lead  to  PTSD.  Concentration 
camp  survivors  and  returned  POWs 
also  experience  PTSD.  Because  PTSD 
sufferers  cannot  easily  trust  other 
people,  they  often  withdraw  from 
normal  social  events  and  are  reluctant 
to  form  personal  relationships. 

Clinical  psychologist  Dr.  Barry 
Snow  assisted  the  Stellmans  in  studying 
whether  PTSD  was  a  problem  for  the 
Legion's  Vietnam  veterans.  The  data 
show  that  as  the  combat  experience  of 
the  men  increased,  so  did  the  rate  of 
suffering  from  PTSD.  Fifteen  percent 
of  the  Legionnaires  who  had  experi- 
enced high  combat  fulfilled  the  medical 
criteria  for  PTSD. 

The  study  also  shows  that  the  prob- 
lem does  not  diminish  with  time. 
Although  some  of  the  men  suffered 
their  trauma  as  much  as  20  years  ago, 
the  same  level  of  PTSD  symptoms  per- 
sist. By  correlating  PTSD  with  other 
psychological  measures  used  in  the 
study,  the  researchers  were  able  to  con- 
clude that  a  PTSD  sufferer  may  also  be 
suffering  from  depression,  anxiety  and 
other  psychological  problems.

SOCIAL  AND  PSYCHOLOGICAL  SCARS 

Psychologists  determine  the  well- 
being  of  people  by  evaluating  their 
income  level,  marital  stability,  the  satis- 
faction they  feel  with  their  lives,  their 
roles  as  parents  and  spouses,  and  how 
much  they  smoke,  drink  or  use  drugs. 
Other  psychological  measures  include 
depression,  anxiety  or  irritability. 

In  all  measures,  the  Legionnaires 
who  served  in  heavy-combat  duty  were  | 
significantly  worse  off  than  those  in  * 
low-combat  zones.  | 

•  Income.  On  average,  family  income  < 
for  low-combat  veterans  exceeds  high- 
combat  veterans'  by  $2,470  per  year. 
Differences  in  education  and  age  do  not 
account  for  this  finding. 

•  Divorce.  The  percentage  of  men 
who  were  ever  divorced  rose  dramati- 
cally with  combat.  A  high-combat  vet- 
eran is  nearly  four  times  as  likely  to 
have  been  divorced. 

•  Satisfaction.  Men  who  served  in 
medium  and  heavy  combat  scored  sig- 
nificantly worse  on  each  of  the  scales 
measuring  personal  satisfaction  with 
marriage,  parental  role,  sex  life  and  life 
in  general  than  men  with  low  combat  or 
men  who  served  elsewhere. 

•  Smoking  and  Drinking.  High-combat 
experience  in  Vietnam  increases  the 
likelihood  of  heavy  smoking  and  drink- 
ing. A  large  number  of  the  Legionnaires 
who  did  not  serve  in  Southeast  Asia,  or 
served  in  a  low-combat  zone,  have 
dramatically  decreased  their  alcohol 
consumption  and  drinking.  On  average, 
combat  veterans  have  decreased  or 
stopped  smoking  or  drinking  to  a  far 
lesser  degree. 

•  Psychological  State.  Vietnam  combat 
experience  increases  the  likelihood  of 
being  depressed  or  suffering  from  phys- 
ical signs  of  depression  such  as  sleep- 
lessness or  loss  of  appetite,  and  from 
anxiety,  irritability  and  hopelessness. 
The  high-combat  veteran  is  signifi- 
cantly more  likely  to  experience  these 
feelings,  while  low-combat  vets  are  not 
statistically  different  from  those  who 
served  elsewhere. 

In  general,  Vietnam  veterans  score 
higher  on  each  of  these  health-complaint 
scales.  This  means  that  on  average,  men 
who  served  in  Vietnam  have  more 
health  complaints  than  those  who  did 
not.  When  the  answers  are  analyzed  by 
combat  experience  and  by  Agent 


Orange  exposure,  striking  statistically 
significant  patterns  emerge.  The  higher 
the  combat  level  and  the  higher  the 
herbicide  exposure  level,  the  higher  the 
average  score.  The  herbicide  effects 
were  statistically  independent  of  the 
combat  effects.  Men  classified  as  her- 


bicide handlers  have  statistically  higher 
levels  of  health  complaints  than  non- 
handlers. 

One  important  point  about  the 
health-complaint  patterns  is  that  the 
symptoms  that  many  Vietnam  veterans

RATING  COMBAT  EXPERIENCE 


RESEARCHERS  found  that  the 
following  eight  questions  can 
accurately  measure  how  much  com- 
bat a  soldier  has  experienced. 

The  veterans  were  asked,  "How 
often  did  you  experience  the  follow- 
ing?" 

•  Fire  your  weapon  at  the  enemy? 

•  Kill  the  enemy? 

•  See  someone  killed? 

•  See  the  enemy  wounded? 

•  See  our  guys  wounded? 

•  See  dead  enemy? 

•  See  our  dead? 

•  Find  yourself  in  a  situation  you 
thought  you  would  never  survive? 

The  veterans  received  1  point  for  a 
"never"  response;  2  for  a  "rarely";  3, 
"sometimes";  4,  "often";  and  5  for 
"very  often." 

Those  veterans  who  scored  8  to 
15  points  were  rated  as  experiencing 
low  combat,  16  to  25  points  equated 
to  medium  combat  and  26  or  more 
points  rated  as  high  combat. 

Of  the  2,845  Legionnaires  sur- 
veyed who  served  in  Southeast  Asia, 
19  percent  experienced  high  com- 
bat; 38  percent,  medium  combat; 
and  43  percent,  low  combat. 
Another  3,863  in  the  study  group 
served  in  other  parts  of  the  world. 


In  terms  of  background  charac- 
teristics such  as  income,  marital 
status,  education  level  and  family 
size,  the  men  who  served  in  South- 
east Asia,  taken  as  a  whole,  differed 
little  from  the  veterans  who  had 
served  elsewhere.  But  major  differ- 
ences became  apparent  when  the 
research  team  studied  the  veterans 
in  terms  of  combat  experience  in 
Vietnam. 

The  team  discovered  that  if  it  had 
looked  at  all  the  men  who  served  in 
Southeast  Asia  as  a  group,  rather 
than  focusing  on  the  19  percent  to  20 
percent  who  were  in  heavy  combat 
(or  who  were  heavily  exposed  to 
herbicides),  it  would  have  found  few 
differences  when  comparing  them  to 
other  veterans. 

Classifying  veterans  by  their 
actual  exposures  was  the  key  to 
understanding  the  effects  of  the  Viet- 
nam experience.  Without  the  expo- 
sure breakdowns,  studies  were  likely 
to  produce  only  negative  results,  the 
researchers  learned,  which  is 
exactly  what  has  occurred  in  many 
other  studies. 

Now,  thanks  to  The  American 
Legion,  valid  scientific  direction  for 
future  studies  has  been  established. 
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GIERKE  TAKES  VA  TO  TASK 


SHORT  BUDGETS  FORCE  CUTS 


The  VAs  acquiescence  in  accepting  inadequate  budgets  has 
closed  hospital  doors  to  many  veterans,  Natl  Cmdr.  H.F. 
"Sparky"  Gierke  tells  lawmakers  during  a  joint  hearing 
of  the  House  and  Senate  veterans' affairs  committees.

HE  single  most  important 
message  I  have  to  bring  is 
that  veterans'  programs 
must  be  adequately 
funded,"  Nat' 1  Cmdr.  H.F. 
"Sparky"  Gierke  told 
members  of  the  House 
and  Senate  committees  on 
veterans'  affairs  Sept.  27. 
Gierke's  testimony,  which  came  less 
than  three  weeks  after  his  election  to 
the  Legion's  highest  office,  took  the  VA 
to  task  for  accepting  inadequate 
budgets  that  forced  cuts  in  health-care 
services  to  veterans. 

To  illustrate  his  point,  Gierke  cited 
the  cases  of  two  veterans,  George 
Burgan  and  Leonard  Strehlow.  Burgan, 
82,  is  a  World  War  II  veteran  with  100 
percent  disability.  Strehlow  is  a  Viet- 
nam-era veteran  who  suffers  from  brain 
damage.  "Two  weeks  ago  both  were  told 
to  find  some  other  source  of  care . . .  and 
and  to  find  it  within  seven  days.  Too  few 
nurses,  VA  hospital  officials  told  them, 
an  acute  shortage,"  Gierke  said. 

Situations  like  these,  Gierke  said, 
raise  the  same  question  many  of 
America's  veterans  have  been  asking 
for  the  past  15  years,  as  one  cutback 
after  another  has  affected  VA  health- 
care services:  "How  do  we  survive  if 
our  government  fails  to  recognize  its 
responsibilities  to  those  it  has  sent  into 
the  nation's  battles?" 

The  commander  pointed  to  "short- 


sightedness and  neglect  on  the  part  of 
professional  budget  cutters"  as  the 
source  of  the  problem,  and  noted  the 
consistent  decline  in  veterans'  share  of 
the  federal  budget.  "I  know  there  are 
those  who  proudly  point  to  the  gradu- 
ally rising  dollar  value  of  the  VA 
budget,  but  I  also  know  these  same 
proud  few  are  reluctant  to  admit  that  the 
share  of  the  federal  budget  allocated  to 
veterans'  benefits  and  services  has 
declined  from  5  percent  10  years  ago  to 
less  than  2.5  percent  today,"  he  said. 

GIERKE  told  the  committees'  mem- 
bers that  the  continued  decline  in 
the  real  dollar  value  of  the  VA 
budget  is  absolutely  unacceptable.  "We 
are  seeking  a  commitment  from  the 
entire  leadership  of  this  government— a 
commitment  at  least  equal  to  that  of 
these  committees— that  the  VA  medical- 
care  system  will  be  maintained  at  a 
level  sufficient  to  meet  the  demand  for 
quality,  timely  medical  care,"  he  said. 

Gierke  said  he  was  concerned  that 
the  current  VA  funding  and  staffing 
shortages  are  "a  harbinger  of  things  to 
come.  Beds  are  being  closed,  services 
are  being  curtailed  or  eliminated 
altogether,  clinics  are  being  closed 
outright  and  the  wait  for  services  grows 
even  longer,"  he  said.  "All  the  while, 
VA  officials  blandly  assure  us  that  the 
available  resources  are  sufficient  to 
carry  out  the  VA  mission. 


"These  two  American  veterans, 
Burgan  and  Strehlow,  are  not  just  iso- 
lated cases,  and  they  are  not  just  statis- 
tics," Gierke  said.  "They  are  living, 
hurting  human  beings— the  final  trans- 
lation of  statistics  and  studies  and 
funding  shortfalls.  When  the  dollars 
dry  up,  and  the  bills  come  due,  money 
may  be  saved  but  veterans  still  pay." 

Gierke's  testimony,  which  covered 
the  Legion's  legislative  goals  for  the 
first  session  of  the  101st  Congress, 
expressed  the  Legion's  despair  over  the 
government's  lack  of  progress  in  re- 
solving the  Agent  Orange  issue.  The 
commander  referred  the  committees' 
members  to  The  American  Legion- 
Columbia  University  study  of  the 
health  and  readjustment  problems 
encountered  by  the  Vietnam  veterans. 
The  study,  launched  five  years  ago  in 
the  face  of  government  uncertainty  and 
delay,  is  scheduled  to  be  published  in 
this  month's  issue  of  the  professional 
journal.  Environmental  Research,  and  a 
synopsis  of  it  is  in  this  issue  of  The 
American  Legion  Magazine  (see 
page  38).  The  study's  findings  were 
announced  to  the  public  in  a  Washing- 
ton press  conference  last  month  on 
Veterans  Day. 

Concerning  the  study,  Gierke  said, 
"The  American  Legion  provided  the 
scientific  direction  needed  for  the  gov- 
ernment to  stop  evading  its  responsi- 
bility and  get  on  with  the  job  that  must

be  done.  I  am  proud  of  this  study,  and  I 
want  you  to  know  that  it  is  just  one 
among  many  examples  of  our  commit- 
ment to  helping  these  committees  help 
Vietnam  veterans  and  their  families  in 
whatever  way  possible." 

Turning  to  current  legislation  that 
affects  veterans,  Gierke  pledged  the 
Legion's  support  for  H.R.  5288,  the 
Veterans  Judicial  Review  Act,  intro- 
duced by  Rep.  G.V.  "Sonny"  Mont- 
gomery of  Mississippi,  chairman  of  the 
House  Veterans'  Affairs  Committee, 
and  Rep.  Gerald  Solomon  of  New  York, 
the  committee's  minority  leader. 

The  bill  would  make  significant 
improvements  in  the  VA's  claims 
process,  to  include  establishing  an  inde- 
pendent court  of  veterans'  appeals, 
guaranteeing  federal  court  review  of 
VA  regulations  and  raising  the  limit  on 
attorney  fees. 

"We  said  we  would  do  our  part  and 
we  have,"  said  Gierke.  "The  legislation 
contains  many  of  the  provisions  of  our 
own  proposed  legislation,  and  reflects  a 
major  commitment  of  effort  on  the  part 
of  The  American  Legion.  [On  July  13, 
1988,  Montgomery  and  Solomon  intro- 
duced H.R.  5039,  the  Veterans  Reassur- 
ance Act  of  1988,  at  the  request  of  the 
Legion.]  We  will  support  whatever 
initiatives  are  necessary  to  establish  the 
court  of  veterans'  appeals  and  to 
safeguard  the  rights  of  veterans  in  the 
entire  claims  process,"  he  said. 


Gierke  also  reminded  the  joint 
gathering  that  the  Legion  continues  its 
opposition  to  judicial  review  of  indi- 
vidual veterans'  claims  decisions.  "We 
are  all  aware  of  the  dangers  inherent  in 
such  a  system,  and  we  have  the  duty  to 
protect  America's  veterans  from  a 
process  that  would,  in  fact,  work 
against  their  best  interests."

The  commander  praised  the  mem- 
bers of  the  committees  for  their  efforts 
to  elevate  the  VA  to  Cabinet  level  and 
urged  Congress  to  do  whatever  is  neces- 
sary to  reach  a  conference  agreement 
on  the  bill  so  it  could  be  sent  to  the 
President  for  signature.  [About  a  month 
after,  Gierke  was  among  those  who 
witnessed  the  President  sign  the  bill 
into  law.] 

In  other  areas,  the  Legion's  top 


executive  called  on  the  veterans'  affairs 
committees  to: 

•  Work  for  full  congressional  passage 
of  legislation  to  provide  a  special  pen- 
sion for  WWI  veterans  whose  income 
is  less  than  $12,000  per  year  if  single, 
or  $15,000  if  they  have  one  or  more 
dependents. 

•  Extend  the  Vet  Center  program  to 
include  World  War  II  and  Korean  War 
veterans,  and  veterans  who  served  in 
hostilities  after  May  7,  1975. 

•  Review  the  Pension  Improvement 
Act,  PL  95-988,  toward  modifying  and 
improving  benefits  for  surviving 
spouses  and  orphans. 

•  Press  for  additional  staffing  in  the 
Department  of  Veterans  Benefits  to 
ensure  timely  delivery  of  benefits  to 
applicants. 

•  Support  full  funding  of  GRECCs, 
GEUs  and  nursing  homes  to  meet  the 
spiraling  needs  of  aging  veterans. 

•  Consider  restoring  the  burial  allow- 
ance for  honorably  discharged  war 
veterans. 

•  Explore  all  available  options  for 
reducing  the  persistently  high  rate  of 
unemployment  among  the  nation's 
veterans. 

•  Shore  up  the  VA  home-loan  pro- 
gram, to  include  improving  program 
management  and  establishing  a  reliable 
revenue  source.

BLOOD-DONOR  PROGRAM: 
GIVING  THE  GIFT  OF  LIFE 


LOUISVILLE 
accident  victim 
anxiously  awaits 
a  delivery  that 
could  mean  the 
difference 
between  life 
and  death.  The 
delivery  is 
blood,  some  of  the  163  units 
donated  by  Legionnaires 
during  the  70th  national 
convention. 

This  scenario  is  played  out 
in  towns  and  cities  across  the 
nation.  Whether  at  home  or 
away,  Legionnaires  are  among 
the  first  to  come  forward 
whenever  blood  donations  are 
needed. 

"Blood  donation  truly  is  a 
medical  marvel,"  said  Roger 
A.  Munson,  chairman  of  the 
National  Security  Commis- 
sion, which  oversees  the 
Legion's  blood-donor  pro- 
gram. "Untold  thousands  of 
people  are  alive  today  because 
Legionnaires  have  been  will- 
ing to  roll  up  their  sleeves  and  give  the 
gift  of  life." 

About  10  percent  of  the  Legion's  2.8 
million  members  give  blood  regularly 
each  year,  according  to  Munson.  In 
1987  alone.  Legionnaires  gave  362,000 
pints  of  whole  blood  and  blood  by- 
products. Legion  donations  began 
during  World  War  II,  when  the  demand 
for  blood  surged  dramatically  because 
of  combat  casualties.  Since  that  time. 
Legionnaires  and  Auxiliary  members 
have  continued  that  life-saving 
tradition. 

"The  American  Legion  is  one  of  the 
largest  identifiable  donor  groups  in  the 
nation,  and  we've  been  very  grateful 
for  Legionnaires'  support  over  the 
years,"  said  Ainslie  Harkness,  spokes- 
woman for  American  Red  Cross  Blood 
Services.  The  Legion  coordinates  its 
donor  programs  with  several  national

blood-collection  agencies,  including 
the  Red  Cross,  the  American  Blood 
Resources  Association,  the  Council  of 
Community  Blood  Centers,  the  Amer- 
ican Association  of  Blood  Banks  and 
the  American  Blood  Commission. 

ABOUT  200  blood-collection  cen- 
ters operate  throughout  the  United 
States.  Donors'  health  and  blood 
quality  are  carefully  screened  by  med- 
ical professionals  before  the  procedure, 
ensuring  the  safety  of  the  donor  and 
potential  receiver. 

"The  demand  for  blood  continues  to 
spiral  each  year,  and  that's  why  Legion- 
naires should  consider  becoming  reg- 
ular donors,"  Munson  said.  The  need 
for  blood  tends  to  increase  in  the  fall, 
when  many  people  have  elective  sur- 
gery. It's  estimated  that  5  percent  of  all 
hospital  patients  receive  transfusions  of 


either  whole  blood  or  blood 
byproducts. 

Munson  said  that  most 
Legion  posts  in  the  blood- 
donor  program  establish  a 
group  system,  in  which 
Legionnaires  regularly  visit  a 
blood  agency  or  arrange  for 
collection  at  the  post  if  a 
mobile  unit  is  available.  Files 
are  kept  on  donors  to  docu- 
ment when  blood  is  given. 

"The  first  step  in  setting  up 
a  group-donor  program  is  for 
the  post  to  appoint  a  chairman 
and  blood  committee,"  Mun- 
son said.  "The  committee 
should  identify  the  goals  of  a 
donor  program  before  contact- 
ing the  local  blood  center  or 
hospital  blood  bank.  All  blood 
banks  and  blood  centers  have 
representatives  who  can  help 
establish  a  donor  program. 

Once  a  program  is  in  place, 
it's  important  to  publicize 
upcoming  blood  draws,  and  to 
encourage  Legionnaires  and 
others  in  a  community  to  par- 
ticipate. One  way  to  encourage  Legion- 
naires to  become  regular  donors  is  to 
recognize  their  efforts,  such  as  listing 
their  names  in  post  newsletters  and 
other  publications. 

Recognition  on  the  national  level 
occurs  at  national  conventions,  where 
the  National  Commander  presents  indi- 
vidual awards  and  awards  to  the  top  five 
departments  involved  in  the  blood- 
donor  program. 

"Giving  blood  is  a  small  yet  heroic 
act,"  Munson  said.  "Money  can't  buy 
it,  and  science  can't  duplicate  it.  Blood 
always  is  needed,  and  donors  help  save 
lives— maybe  even  their  own."

ST.  NICHOLAS

Later  that  evening,  Clement  Clarke 
Moore  gathered  his  family  around  the 
fire  to  read  his  creation  to  them. 
Spoken  for  the  first  time,  the  enchanting 
tale  is  certain  to  have  held  the  children 
spellbound.  Considering  their  tender 
ages— all  were  less  than  8— they  likely 
believed  the  story  of  flying  reindeer  and 
a  jolly  elf  who  slid  down  chimneys. 
Perhaps  Moore  even  encouraged  them 
by  glancing  expectantly  now  and  then 
through  the  window  for  some  sign  of  St. 
Nick.  When  the  reading  ended,  Moore 
may  well  have  been  greeted  with  hugs, 
kisses  and  loving  applause. 

THAT,  thought  Moore,  was  the  end  of 
it,  and  he  squirreled  his  copy  of  the 
poem  away  in  a  desk.  History,  how- 
ever, had  different  plans.  Some  time 
later,  a  relative  transcribed  the  poem 
and  took  it  home  to  Troy,  N.  Y.  The  follow- 
ing winter,  she  sent  the  ballad  anony- 
mously to  the  editor  of  Troy's  Sentinel 
newspaper,  who  gave  the  work  its  title 
(Moore  had  left  it  unnamed)  and  pub- 
lished it  with  a  note  of  thanks  to  the 
unknown  author. 

Each  year  thereafter,  more  news- 
papers and  magazines  reprinted  the 
poem,  and  it  was  not  long  before  an 
American  Christmas  tradition  had  been 
established.  Eventually,  the  author's 
name  became  attached  to  his  creation, 
although  this  somewhat  embarrassed 
Moore,  who  would  rather  have  been 
remembered  for  his  serious  writing. 
Clement  Clarke  Moore  died  in  1863, 
perhaps  still  unaware  of  the  permanent 
mark  he'd  made. 

His  poem  changed  Christmas  forever 
by  creating  a  new,  more  lovable  version 
of  St.  Nicholas,  or  Santa  Claus.  The 
real  St.  Nicholas  was  a  fourth-century 
Turkish  bishop  who  spent  his  nights 
delivering  food  and  presents  to  the 
needy.  His  deeds  lived  on  after  his  death 
and  the  story  of  them  eventually  came 
to  America  with  the  Dutch,  who  per- 
ceived the  old  gift  giver  to  be  tall,  thin, 
stern  and  judgmental. 

Moore's  St.  Nick,  however,  had  eyes 
that  twinkled,  merry  dimples  and 
an  ample  belly  that  shook  like  a 
bowl  of  jelly.  His  cheeks  blossomed 
like  roses,  his  nose  glistened  like  a 
cherry,  and  his  beard  hung  full  and 
white.  With  a  stroke  of  his  pen,  the  poet 
of  Chelsea  had  given  the  world  a  jolly, 
winking,  whistling  image  of  Christmas. 


No  one  can  be  sure,  of  course,  but  it's 
possible  that  Moore  created  his  St. 
Nick  in  the  likeness  of  Jan  Duyckinck, 
whom  he  had  visited  just  before  writing 
the  poem. 

Moore  ingenuously  blended  history 
and  folklore.  His  description  of  a 
diminutive,  jolly  elf  and  tiny  reindeer 
contained  just  the  right  portions  of 
tradition  and  whimsy.  In  1837,  artist 
Robert  Weir  put  Moore's  St.  Nick  on 
canvas,  essentially  creating  the  Santa 
we  enjoy  today.  Christmas  has  not  been 
the  same  since. 

"A  Visit  From  St.  Nicholas"  has 
graced  dozens  of  volumes,  been  trans- 
lated into  many  languages,  and  filled 
movie  and  television  screens.  Most 
important,  it  has  been  read  by  genera- 
tions of  fathers  to  countless  wide-eyed 
children  on  Christmas  Eve. 

Each  winter,  on  the  Sunday  evening 
before  Christmas,  hundreds  of  New 
Yorkers  still  gather  to  pay  tribute  to 
Clement  Clarke  Moore.  They  read  the 
poet's  ageless  tale  of  yuletide  wonder, 
then  march  with  lanterns  to  his  grave  in 
the  cemetery  of  Trinity  Church.  When 
the  prayers  and  carols  have  ended,  the 
throng  melts  quietly  into  the  dark,  and 
you  can  almost  hear  Moore's  voice  ring 
out:  "Happy  Christmas  to  all,  and  to  all 
a  good  night."  □

Legion  Calls  For  Additional  Funds 
To  Correct  VA  Budget  Shortfall 


HILE  1988  was  a 
banner  legislative 
year  for  veterans,  the 
road  ahead  for  VA 
health  care  is  rocky 
and  poses  a  challenge 
to  us  all,"  Nat'l 
Cmdr.  H.F.  "Sparky" 
Gierke  told  members 
of  the  National  Executive  Committee  at 
the  1988  Fall  Meeting,  held  in  Indian- 
apolis Oct.  12-13. 

Gierke  said  that  a  budget  shortfall  in 
the  VAs  Department  of  Medicine  and 
Surgery  has  severely  curtailed  services 
to  veterans  and  would  continue  to  do  so 
if  action  wasn't  taken  by  federal  law- 
makers. "The  shortage  is  the  result  of 
decremental  funding  of  health-care 
service  over  the  years,"  he  said,  "and 
that  has  led  to  a  number  of  cost-saving 
actions  at  the  VA." 

One  of  the  39  resolutions  passed  by 
the  NEC,  Res.  3,  urged  the  President 
and  Congress  to  make  a  supplemental 
appropriation  to  ensure  that  veterans 
continue  to  receive  timely  and  quality 
care  in  fiscal  year  1989.  The  budget 
shortfall,  reported  to  be  from  $600 
million  to  $1  billion,  caused  some  vet- 
erans to  be  refused  medical  care;  it  also 
restricted  pharmacy  prescriptions, 
increased  waiting  time  for  treatment, 
and  closed  down  beds  and  units  at  some 
VA  medical  facilities. 

"We  are  at  a  crossroads  today," 
Gierke  said,  during  his  opening 
remarks.  "Decisions  must  be  made  as 
to  whether  health  care  will  continue  to 
erode  because  of  decremental  funding, 
or  whether  adequate  funding  will  be 
provided  to  give  first-class  care  to  veter- 
ans. The  first  choice  is  unacceptable." 

On  a  brighter  note,  Gierke  said  that 
1988  has  been  a  successful  year  for 
America's  veterans  and  the  Legion.  He 
pointed  to  successful  legislation  to 
elevate  the  VA  to  Cabinet  status  as 
another  example  of  Legion  influence. 
"Our  strength  has  been  our  unity— and 
our  unity  produces  results,"  the  Com- 
mander said.

NECmen  also  were  updated  on  a 
Legion  history  book  that  currently  is 
under  way.  PNC  Al  Keller,  chairman  of 
the  oversight  committee,  said  the 
author  had  completed  several  inter- 
views with  Legion  founders  and  lead- 
ers, and  that  several  chapters  of  the  text 
had  been  written. 

COMMISSION  chairmen  appointed 
during  the  two-day  meeting  include 
Gary  Sammons,  Americanism;  Joe 
Frank  Jr.,  Economic;  Dominic  D. 
DiFrancesco,  Legislative;  Thomas  C. 
Kouyeas,  Public  Relations;  and  Douglas 
W.  Henley,  Membership  and  Post 
Activities. 

The  following  program  resolutions 
were  passed: 

Res.  1  supports  legislation  authorizing 
the  VA  to  pay  authorized  reimbursement  for 
a  headstone  or  marker  when  a  paid  receipt  is 
submitted,  regardless  of  whether  the 
headstone  or  marker  was  purchased  before 
or  after  death. 


Res.  2  supports  legislation  authorizing 
the  VA  to  grant  compensation  to  any  war- 
time veteran  for  a  psychosis  manifested  to  a 
degree  of  10  percent  or  more,  within  two 
years  of  separation  from  active  duty. 

Res.  3  urges  the  President  and  Congress 
to  provide  supplemental  FY  1989  VA 
funding  for  medical  care. 

Res.  9  authorizes  the  Legion  to  enter  into 
contracts  with  United  Airlines  and  Delta  Air 
Lines  for  travel  to  the  1 989  national  conven- 
tion in  Baltimore. 

Res.  10  supports  legislation  for  the  con- 
tinuation of  CHAMPUS  to  all  eligible  vet- 
erans and  their  dependents  after  the  age  of 
65. 

Res.  11  urges  Congress  to  fully  fund 
military  hospitals  to  ensure  that  adequate 
care  is  provided  to  all  active-duty  people 
and  their  dependents,  and  all  military 
retirees  and  their  dependents. 

Res.  27  includes  "values  education"  as 
part  of  the  Legion's  Policy  on  Education. 

Res.  30  encourages  posts  to  organize  and 
sponsor  Junior  Shooting  Clubs,  and  asks 
that  all  Legion  gun  safety  and  marksman- 
ship programs  be  included  in  the  American 
Legion  Shooting  Sports  Program. 

Res.  31  opposes  encroachment  or  conver- 
sion of  historic  military  sites  for  commer- 
cial, industrial  and  residential  development. 

Res.  32  requests  that  post  membership 
reports  list  the  war  each  member  served  in. 

Res.  33  encourages  Congress  to  desig- 
nate Sept.  17  as  Constitution  Day. 

Res.  34  opposes  legislation  that  would 
allow  conscientious  objectors  to  divert  their 
taxes  from  military  spending. 

Res.  35  encourages  posts  to  promote  the 
Citizen  Bee  Program,  which  enhances  stu- 
dents' knowledge  of  the  social  sciences. 

Res.  36  supports  legislation  to  provide 
legal  immunity  for  volunteers  working  for 
non-profit  organizations  who  are  acting  in 
good  faith  and  within  the  scope  of  their 
official  function  and  duties. 

Res.  38  eliminates  the  Contest  Advisory 
Committee  and  authorizes  the  National 
Convention  Commission  to  appoint  a  chief 
judge  for  future  convention  contests.  □

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sometimes  suffer  tremendous  stress 
trying  to  stretch  program  dollars. 
Employees  of  non-profit  organizations 
must  also  earn  a  living. 

The  CBBB  standards  suggest  that  50 
percent  of  donations  should  be  devoted 
to  a  charity's  programs,  while  the 
NCIB  recommends  60  percent.  Each 
has  slightly  different  standards  for  a 
reasonable  percentage  devoted  to  fund- 
raising. 

The  CBBB  and  NCIB  standards  also 
include  sections  on  such  things  as 
public  accountability.  (Some  charities 
refuse  to  release  financial  or  any  other 
kinds  of  data  to  these  organizations.) 
There  are  standards  on  fund-raising 
practices,  the  kinds  of  solicitations 
employed,  and  on  governing  boards— 
which  should  be  independent  and  meet 
several  times  a  year,  and  whose  mem- 
bers should  have  no  significant  con- 
flicts of  interest. 

Clearly,  there  is  more  to  a  charity 
than  its  expenses-to-program  spending 
ratio.  Some  organizations  have  large 
endowments  and  in  truth  don't  need 
contributions  as  desperately  as  others. 
Conversely,  it's  also  true  that  it  takes 
time  for  new  and  emerging  charities  to 
build  a  donor  base.  Expenses  may  eat 
up  far  more  than  half  the  donations  for 
the  first  few  years  but  may  not  at  all 
diminish  the  worth  of  the  organization 
or  its  cause. 

However,  what  seems  to  most  concern 
NCIB's  Albrecht  is  the  rise  of  what  he 
called  look-alike  organizations.  "What 
we're  seeing,  and  in  fact  being  hounded 
with  questions  about,  is  the  prolifera- 
tion of  charities  in  the  cancer  and  heart- 
disease  fields,"  he  said.  "Many  use 
these  sweepstakes  mailings,  ask  for 
contributions  and  aren't  all  that  spe- 
cific about  their  programs." 

There  are  ways  to  acquire  more  infor- 
mation about  charities,  and  about  the 
ins  and  outs  of  wise  giving,  but  the 
fundamentals  are  quite  simple: 

•  Always  make  a  donation  by  check, 
and  write  it  to  the  charity,  not  the 
person  collecting  the  funds. 

•  Keep  receipts  and  canceled  checks 
for  tax  purposes. 

•  Understand  that  literature  with 
tear-jerking  stories  does  not  make  an 
organization  effective,  and  that  while  a 
charity's  name  may  seem  familiar,  it 
may  be  designed  to  deceive,  trading  off 
the  reputation  of  a  mainstream  group. 


•  If  you  like  the  cause  but  feel 
hesitant  about  giving  to  it  for  any 
reason,  check  it  out  with  the  local 
Better  Business  Bureau  or  a  charity- 
registration  office,  which  may  be  part 
of  the  state  attorney  general's  office. ' 

•  You  need  not  make  a  donation  to 
enter  a  sweepstakes,  for  such  a  condi- 
tion would  mean  that  the  charity  is 
running  an  illegal  lottery  through  the 
mail.  Don't  expect  much;  some  sweep- 
stakes winners  receive  checks  for 
8  cents. 

•  Don't  be  fooled  by  appeals  that 
look  like  bills  or  invoices.  It's  illegal  to 
mail  these  unless  they  include  a  clear 
statement  that  you're  under  no  obliga- 
tion to  pay  unless  you  accept  an  offer. 
Moreover,  some  charities  send  out 
pens,  greeting  cards,  key  rings  and 
stamps;  it's  against  the  law  for  them  to 
demand  payment  for  such  items,  and 
you're  under  no  obligation  to  pay  for  or 
return  the  merchandise.  In  fact,  this 
technique  often  suggests  that  the  charity 
incurs  rather  high  fund-raising  costs. 

There  are  thousands  of  deserving 
charities.  So  whether  it's  suicide  pre- 
vention, relieving  hunger,  saving 
whales  or  seeking  a  cure  for  muscular 
dystrophy  that  tugs  at  your  heartstrings, 
give  what  you  can  during  this  holiday 
season,  and  be  blessed.  Just  do  it  with 
open  eyes  and  a  clear  mind.  □

will  be  killed  by  a  NATO  counterattack, 
with  only  a  few  battalions  left.  Soviet 
strategists  say  the  average  life  span  of  a 
first-echelon  platoon  commander  would 
be  four  hours.  Later,  fresh  Soviet  troops 
would  arrive  at  the  front  and  it  would  be 
too  bad  for  all  surviving  first-echelon 
troops  because  the  Soviet  soldiers  might 
finish  them  off. 

Qa  You  mean  that  Soviets  would  kill 
Czechs  and  East  Germans? 

A Yes.  Soviets  don't  trust  anybody— 
■  not  even  Soviets. 

Qa  What  else  does  the  plan  include? 

A If  the  NATO  counterattack  is  suc- 
■  cessful,  the  Soviets  will  retaliate 
with  nuclear  weapons.  The  Soviets  are 
convinced  that  NATO  will  surrender 
then  and  the  East  will  win  the  war. 
When  my  boss  on  the  Czech  general 
staff  returned  with  Operation  Plan  for 
1967  he  said,  "Jan,  these  Soviets  are 
swine.  Our  troops  will  be  nothing  but 


cannon  fodder." 

Qa  There  is  some  concern  in  this 
country  about  a  possible  Soviet 
nuclear  first  strike  against  the  United 
States.  Is  this  a  Kremlin  military 
strategy? 

A Yes.  In  1963  the  Soviet  Union 
■  changed  its  overall  strategy  from 
defense  to  offense.  The  Soviet  defense 
minister  visited  our  country  that  year 
and  explained  the  strategy.  He  said, 
"Comrades,  in  the  next  war,  there  will 
be  three  possibilities.  First,  NATO 
missiles  will  be  in  the  air;  second, 
NATO  and  Soviet  missiles  will  meet  in 
the  air;  and  third,  Soviet  missiles  will 
be  in  the  air.  The  first  two  possibilities 
are  unacceptable." 

Qa  In  the  face  of  the  Soviet  first- 
strike  capability,  do  you  believe  the 
United  States  should  more  vigorously 
pursue  a  strategic  defense  system? 

A Absolutely.  Thank  God  there  are 
■  those  who  recognize  how  impor- 
tant America's  Strategic  Defense  Initia- 
tive really  is.  It  would  be  a  military  and 
political  victory  if  a  workable  SDI  were 
deployed.  It  would  be  a  military  victory 
because  for  the  first  time,  the  United 
States  and  its  allies  would  have  pursued 


a  long-term  defensive  strategy.  It  would 
be  a  political  victory  because  it  would 
end  the  Soviet  military  blackmail  over 
the  world.  The  Soviets  want  to  destroy 
the  SDI  program  so  that  they  can  get  on 
with  their  own  work  with  strategic 
defense,  which  they  have  been  develop- 
ing for  25  years. 

Q-  How  extensively  involved  is  the 
Soviet  Union  in  terrorism  against  the 
West? 

A Moscow  will  use  anything  to 
■  destroy  the  Free  World,  whether  it 
is  drugs,  terrorism  or  sabotage.  Czecho- 
slovakia is  the  right  hand  of  the  Soviets 
in  worldwide  intelligence  and  terror 
operations.  Czechoslovakia  has  helped 
terrorists  in  Latin  America,  Africa, 
Syria  and  Egypt,  as  well  as  the  Pales- 
tine Liberation  Organization  and  the 
Red  Brigade  in  Italy.  As  a  member  of 
the  Czech  Defense  Council,  I  and  others 
helped  bring  Latin  American  revolu- 
tionaries into  our  country,  and  gave 
them  political  and  military  training. 

Qa  Wasn't  one  of  those  revolu- 
tionaries Raul  Castro,  the  brother 
and  heir-apparent  of  Fidel  Castro? 

A Yes.  Raul  came  to  Prague  to  refine 
■  his  understanding  of  socialism  and 
to  learn  defense  planning  for  Cuba.  I 
remember  at  our  first  meeting  he  told 
me  how  much  he  hated  Soviet  generals 
and  marshals,  and  that  he  would  never 
become  like  them.  I  met  with  him  years 
later,  and  he  had  become  just  like  them. 
I  should  add  that  Czech  military  advis- 
ers went  to  Cuba  and  taught  them  how 
to  establish  defenses. 

Qa  During  the  past  few  years  there 
has  been  much  talk  about  special 
Soviet  forces  called  spetznaz,  who 
some  believe  are  already  operating  in 
the  United  States.  Are  they? 

A Yes.  In  1964,  the  Soviet  Union  met 
a  with  intelligence  services  of  their 
allies  and  decided  that  these  diversion 
units  would  be  increased  300  percent. 
Many  of  these  troops,  who  work  under 
cover,  are  engineers  and  demolition 
experts  specially  trained  in  sabotage. 
Their  objective  is  to  destroy  targets 
such  as  industries,  communication  cen- 
ters and  anything  considered  vital  to  a 
nation's  defense.

Q-  You've  been  in  the  West  for  more 
than  20  years.  Have  you  had  any 
trouble  convincing  others  of  Soviet 
goals  and  strategies?

What- 
ever works,  whatever  achieves  socialis- 
tic goals,  is  acceptable. 

When  Soviet  leaders  talk,  we  must 
match  their  words  against  their  actions. 
Gorbachev  says  that  the  Soviet  econ- 
omy is  being  restructured,  yet  land  and 
businesses  have  not  been  returned  to 
Russian  people.  Gorbachev's  glasnost 
allows  Russian  people  to  speak  out,  but 
even  when  Boris  Yeltsin  [a  top  party 
leader]  opened  his  mouth,  he  was 
kicked  out  of  office. 

Soviet  tactics  have  changed  many 
times  over  the  years,  but  their  goal  has 
been  the  same  since  Lenin.  America  is 
the  big  stumbling  block  in  the  road  to 
world  socialism.  That  is  why  they  must 
liquidate  the  West.  □

reverse  the  greenhouse  effect.  Recom- 
mendations include: 

Reduce  the  use  of  fossil  fuel.  Since 
removing  dioxide  emissions  from  fossil 
fuels  appears  to  be  economically 
impractical,  we  must  initiate  a  program 
to  develop  alternative  fuels  that  don't 
release  dioxide  and  other  greenhouse 
gases  into  the  air. 

Revive  and  expand  the  use  of 
nuclear  power.  Richard  Wilson,  a 
physics  professor  at  Harvard  Univer- 
sity, said  the  problem  of  the  greenhouse 
effect  is  so  serious  that  "all  reasonable 
steps  must  be  taken.  The  most  impor- 
tant step  is  to  stop  burning  carbon  fuels 
to  make  energy,  yet  this  is  the  way  we 
meet  more  than  three-quarters  of  the 
world's  energy  needs." 

The  United  States  must  lead  the  way 
in  developing  cheap,  practical  solar, 
wind  and  geothermal  sources  of  fuel, 
and  it  should  use  all  available  sources  of 
hydrogen  power,  Wilson  said. 

"But  this  will  not  be  enough.  A  real- 
istic attitude  toward  nuclear  power—

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one  major  energy  source  that  does  not 
add  to  the  greenhouse  effect— is  essen- 
tial," said  Wilson.  "Instead,  the  United 
States  is  walking  away  from  completing 
nuclear-power  plants  at  Shoreham  and 
Seabrook.  These  two  plants  alone  could 
replace  a  million  tons  of  carbon  fuels 
every  year.  We  must  also  continue  to 
improve  gasoline  mileage  to  reduce 
demand  and  plan  on  conversion  of 
whatever  transportation  we  can  to  elec- 
tricity generated  by  non-fossil  sources." 

Increase  energy  efficiency.  More 
efficient  use  of  energy,  though  rarely 
considered  as  a  primary  means  of 
reducing  global  dioxide  emissions,  may 
in  fact  hold  the  most  potential.  The 
Rocky  Mountain  Institute  in  Snow- 
mass,  Colo.,  in  comparing  the  advan- 
tages of  expanding  nuclear  power  versus 
achieving  greater  energy  efficiency, 
concluded  that  the  amount  of  carbon 
emissions  displaced  by  improved  effi- 
ciency of  energy  by  2025  would  be  6.75 
times  greater  than  would  result  from 
constructing  nuclear-power  plants. 

New  technologies  that  could  greatly 
increase  efficiency  include  the  develop- 
ment of  superconductors,  which  would 
reduce  resistance  in  the  flow  of  electric- 
ity, and  the  development  of  facilities  for 
storing  electrical  capacity  during  off- 
peak  hours  (by  hydroelectric  and  com- 
pressed-air techniques). 

However,  some  energy  experts  are 
skeptical  that  increased  efficiency  can 
curb  fuel  use  to  the  level  that  will  elimi- 
nate the  need  for  increased  energy  out- 
put. EPRI  President  Emeritus  Chauncey 
Starr  said  that  "on  a  per-capita  basis, 
citizens  of  developing  countries  use 
one-ninth  as  much  energy  as  residents 
of  the  industrialized  world.  As  poorer 
nations  strive  for  higher  standards  of 
living  in  the  coming  decades,  they  will 
inevitably  consume  more  energy." 

Starr  cited  a  World  Energy  Confer- 
ence study,  which  maintained  that  even 
with  ambitious  energy-conservation 
efforts,  global  energy  use  will  double 
and  perhaps  triple  by  2060.  If  this  is 
true,  then  alternative  energy  sources 
become  critically  important. 

Harness  solar  power's  immense 
potential.  New  technology  not  only  has 
made  solar-power  stations  economical 
in  certain  regions,  but  also  has  resulted 
in  myriad  industrial  and  home  uses  of 
solar  energy.  The  government  should 
provide  incentives  to  develop  solar 
power  as  an  alternative  energy  source. 

Spur  development  of  geothermal 
power.  The  potential  of  geothermal 
power  also  is  much  greater  than  is  gen- 
erally realized.  This  source  taps  vast 
reservoirs  of  superhot  water  far  below 
the  Earth's  surface.  Geothermal  power 
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now  supplies  only  1  percent  of  the  U.S. 
total  electrical  output.  But  it  could 
provide  a  much  larger  percentage  of  the 
power  needs  of  the  western  United 
States  and  other  geographically  hot 
regions  in  the  world,  according  to  Ronald 
P.  Baldwin,  chief  executive  of  Geother- 
mal  Resources  in  San  Mateo,  Calif. 

Halt  deforestation.  Deforestation 
must  cease  not  only  to  preserve  the 
trees'  capacity  to  absorb  carbon  dioxide 
and  prevent  incalculable  soil  erosion 
and  soil  productivity  loss,  but  also  to 
save  the  entire  ecosystems  and  the  mil- 
lions of  species  that  exist  in  the  forests. 
Developing  countries  where  rain  forests 
are  being  decimated  must  be  convinced 
that  destroying  their  forests  hurts  them 
economically  as  well  as  environmentally. 

George  M.  Woodwell,  former  presi- 
dent of  the  American  Ecological 
Society  and  now  director  of  the  Wood's 
Hole  Research  Center,  said  that  an 
intensive  worldwide  reforestation  effort 
also  will  be  required  — one  that  will 
store  1  billion  tons  of  carbon  annually. 
A  million  square  kilometers  (an  area 
600  miles  by  600  miles)  will  have  to  be 
reforested  to  achieve  this  goal,  or  about 
4  million  square  kilometers  of  new 
forest  plantings  each  year. 

Explore  the  use  of  hydrogen  as  a 
fuel.  T.  Nejat  Veziroglu,  director  of  the 
Clean  Energy  Research  Institute,  Uni- 
versity of  Miami,  said  low-cost  hydro- 
gen being  produced  by  Canada  with 
hydroelectricity  could  be  piped  to  the 
northeastern  states.  In  the  past,  hydro- 
gen's volatility  and  explosive  nature 
have  precluded  its  use  as  a  fuel  on  a 
wide  basis.  But  if  it  can  be  made  safe  as 
a  fuel,  it  would  be  a  good  clean-burning 
alternative  to  fossil  fuels. 

The  time  has  come  when  the  environ- 
ment and  the  well-being  of  future  gener- 
ations should  take  precedence  over 
burn-now,  pay-later  fuel-source  poli- 
cies. The  envelope  of  atmosphere 
surrounding  our  planet  is  not  a  limitless 
repository  for  fossil-fuel  pollutants. 
Like  our  polluted  oceans,  rivers  and 
lakes,  the  atmosphere  is  finite.  It  has 
absorption  levels  beyond  which  is 
dangerous,  and  possibly  ruinous. 

If  Hansen  and  those  who  share  his 
view  of  the  greenhouse  effect  are 
correct,  it  could  be  an  epochal  mistake 
to  delay  actions  to  combat  it. 

Sen.  Timothy  E.  Wirth,  Colorado, 
who  presided  over  the  Washington  hear- 
ings, said  the  scientific  evidence  of  the 
greenhouse  effect  is  compelling.  "Now, 
the  Congress  must  begin  to  consider 
how  we  are  going  to  slow  or  halt  that 
warming  trend  and  how  we  are  going  to 
cope  with  changes  that  may  already  be 
inevitable,"  he  said.  □ 
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have  are  consistent  with  the  health 
effects  seen  in  laboratory  animals 
exposed  to  Agent  Orange  and  with  the 
effects  on  workers  and  other  persons 
who  also  have  been  exposed  to  these 
chemicals.  These  findings  can  help 
explain  the  frustrating  experiences  that 
many  Vietnam  veterans  have  had  when 
they  have  suffered  from  many  different 
problems,  but  no  one  could  determine 
exactly  what  was  wrong  with  them. 
These  data  show  that  such  complaints 
may  follow  systematic  patterns,  as  in 
this  study.  Unfortunately,  the  Legion 
study  cannot  provide  answers  to  the 
cancer  question.  Cancer  takes  many 
years  to  develop.  For  example,  lung 
cancer  may  not  show  up  until  20  or 
more  years  after  exposure  to  a  cancer- 
causing  chemical.  And  a  cancer  investi- 
gation requires  many  more  people  than 
were  enrolled  in  this  study. 

THE  VA  AND  THE  VIETNAM  VETERAN 

The  last  phase  of  the  study  analyzed 
to  what  extent  Vietnam  Legionnaires 
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use  VA  health-care  facilities  and  what 
their  attitudes  are  toward  the  VA. 

Since  most  of  the  men  in  the  study 
are  in  the  early  years  of  middle  age, 
most  generally  do  not  need  or  use  VA 
health-care  facilities  much.  Yet,  twice 
as  many  men  who  had  served  in  South- 
east Asia  used  VA  facilities  for  both 
physical  and  mental  problems  than  did 
those  who  served  elsewhere. 

One  possible  reason  is  the  lower 
income  levels  of  combat  veterans, 
which  resulted  in  a  lack  of  basic  hospi- 
tal and  major  medical  insurance.  But 
financial  need  alone  does  not  explain 
the  results.  While  men  with  lower 
incomes  tend  to  make  greater  use  of  VA 
mental-health  facilities,  nearly  one- 
fourth  of  the  mental-health  facilities' 
users  were  men  with  family  incomes 
above  $30,000. 

Despite  their  greater  use  of  VA  serv- 
ices, men  with  higher  combat  levels 
expressed  lower  feelings  of  security 
about  the  VA  and  rated  its  staff  less 
helpful  and  of  lower  quality  than  users 
who  had  experienced  lower  levels  of 
combat.  This  low  regard  for  the  VA  may 
be  because  the  high-combat  veterans 
have  greater  needs  that  aren't  being  met 
or  because  of  the  mental  state  of  the 
high-combat  veteran.  Or  the  attitude 
could  reflect  a  combination  of  both. 

One  disturbing  finding  was  that  men 
who  had  gone  to  the  VA  for  mental- 
health  assistance  reported  a  very  low 
frequency  of  being  asked  basic  ques- 
tions that  relate  to  possible  diagnosis  of 
PTSD.  Only  40  percent  to  60  percent  of 
veterans  who  often  suffered  recurrent 
nightmares  or  intrusive  memories 
recall  being  asked  about  their  combat 
experience  or  about  PTSD  symptoms 
during  their  VA  examinations. 

"This  condensed  report  of  The  Amer- 
ican Legion-Columbia  University 
Study  clearly  establishes  the  serious 
health  problems  caused  by  Agent 
Orange  and  the  mental  anguish  of 
PTSD  that  exist  among  Vietnam  veter- 
ans," Gierke  said. 

Just  as  the  Legion  study  was  released 
to  the  public,  another  study  of  PTSD  by 
the  Research  Triangle  Institute  was 
published.  It  also  determined  that  15 
percent  of  veterans  with  heavy  combat 
experience  are  suffering  from  PTSD. 

But  the  CDC  still  continues  to  drag 
its  feet  on  research  into  the  relationship 
between  Agent  Orange  and  cancer. 

"It's  high  time  the  government,  the 
VA  and  the  CDC  stopped  evading  their 
obligations  to  the  men  and  women  who 
served  their  country  so  selflessly  and 
nobly  in  Vietnam,"  said  Gierke.  "The 
American  Legion  study  has  provided 
the  direction  for  others  to  follow."  □ 
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their  surcharge  payments,  commissary 
patrons  already  have  made  a  consider- 
able investment  in  the  construction  and 
rehabilitation  of  many  stores.  Also,  the 
commissary  work  force  is  trained  and 
motivated.  Privatization  would  result  in 
the  loss  of  many  of  their  jobs.  It  also 
would  adversely  affect  the  small  busi- 
nesses that  support  existing  stores. 

I  believe  that  privatizing  commis- 
saries would  jeopardize  congressional 
control  of  government  assets,  since 
there  would  have  to  be  separate  man- 
agements for  the  contractor-operated 
and  government-operated  systems. 
Another  potential  problem  is  the  risk 
that  contractors  would  hike  prices  after 
they  win  the  contracts  and  dismantle 
existing  operations.  Also,  government 
employees  cannot  strike.  Labor  unrest 
after  a  commercial  contract  could  seri- 
ously hamper  commissary  service. 

For  these  reasons  and  many  more, 
Congress  amended,  and  the  President 
signed,  the  National  Defense  Authori- 
zation Act  of  1989  to  prohibit  the 
privatization  of  commissary  operations 
and  the  subcontracting  of  the  stores' 
procurement  functions. 

The  prohibitions  don't  take  commis- 
sary managers  off  the  hook;  Congress 
requested  and  received  a  new  business 
plan  for  commissaries.  This  plan  rec- 
ognizes the  fact  that  there  are  some 
benefits  to  limited  subcontracting  of 
specific  store  functions.  It  calls  for 
modernization  of  commissary  stores  to 
enhance  customer  convenience,  as  well 
as  labor  and  energy  economy.  Commer- 
cial practices  are  being  followed  in 
the  construction  of  new  stores,  and 
the  distribution  system  is  being 
modernized. 

In  addition,  Congress  placed  a  limit 
on  the  number  of  stores  that  can  be 
operated  in  the  United  States.  Law- 
makers now  monitor  product  offerings 
and  new  concepts  to  ensure  that  these 
stores  do  not  go  beyond  their  intended 
purpose. 

The  mandate  is  clear.  The  commis- 
sary system  will  continue  to  operate,  at 
least  for  the  time  being.  However,  all  of 
us  must  be  aware  that  suggestions  for 
new  reforms  may  surface.  The  task  of 
preserving  the  commissary  system  falls 
to  everyone,  including  organizations 
that  represent  the  people  who  depend 
on  commissaries.  It's  up  to  all  of  us  to 
mind  the  stores.  □

tional  willingness  to  work  with  Con- 
gress and  the  VA,  and  concluded  his 
testimony  by  saying  that  such  a  work 
relationship  is  the  only  way  to  avoid 
"having  to  come  back  to  Congress  under 
emergency  circumstances  to  ask  for 
additional  funding  because  of  inaccu- 
rate or  misleading  assessments  of  what 
is  really  happening  in  the  VA  system. 

"We  do  not  ask  for  that  which  is 
unreasonable  or  impractical,"  Gierke 
said.  "We  ask  only  that  sufficient 
resources  be  set  aside  to  provide 
George  Burgan,  Leonard  Strehlow  and 
thousands  of  American  veterans  like 
them  with  the  care  and  benefits  they 
earned  in  the  defense  of  freedom." 

More  than  200  Legion  and  Auxiliary 
leaders,  including  National  President 
Alice  Galka,  applauded  Gierke's  testi- 
mony and  later  met  with  members  of 
the  committees.  House  committee 
chairman  "Sonny"  Montgomery  told 
Gierke  in  a  letter  written  on  Sept.  27, 
that  he  "was  particularly  impressed 
with  your  very  forceful  testimony.  The 
American  Legion  has  chosen  a  fine 
leader." 

The  September  testimony  tradition- 
ally launches  The  American  Legion's 
annual  legislative  activities.  □
